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C h ic a g o , May 24th.—It was learned to­ 
day that the police struck quite an im ­ 
portant clue in the Cronin mystery. It 
seems beyond doubt that they have dis­ 
covered the place w here Cronin was m ur­ 
dered, a vacant cottage in Lake View. 
A pparently the authorities have had some 
inform ation about the place for several 
days, and since the discovery ot the body 
an officer has been constantly watching the 
suspected cottage. 
Reporters heard of this 
surveillance, bat the police would not give 
them any inform ation. Accordingly, this 
m orning three reporters watched their op­ 
portunity, and when the officer was in the 
rear of the house 


THEY FORCED AN ENTRANCE 
Into the building at the front. Stains re­ 
sem bling blood weje seen on the front 
steps, but when the reporters entered the 
front room or parlor they found undoubted 
blood-stains on the floor, also in the corner 
of the back parlor and in the hallway. 
The parlor floor is covered with bloody 
r m arks, although here the assassin evi­ 
dently made strenuous efforts to destroy 
the stains, as the floor is daubed recklessly 
w ith brown paint, and it can be plainly 
seen that the work was not that ot an ex­ 
pert. 
It was evidently done in such haste 
th a t several places were left where the

N otably in the center of the floor. 
In the 
paint were prints of bare feet. 
Evidently 
the person who made the m arks was much 
excited, for the foot-prints are seen in every 
direction, indicating that the owner had 
rushed all over the room. The reporters 
had not completed their investigation be­ 
fore the arrival of the officer, who put a 
stop to their work.

Before breaking into the house the re­ 
porters had peered through the basement 
windews, and

DISCOVERED A SPADE 
Standing against a post, and that the earth 
had been freshly turned up. 
It is said 
that the police found bloody clothing con­ 
cealed in the house or basement, but on 
this point they reiuse to talk. The cottage 
in question is situated w ithin a few hun ­ 
dred feet of the home of P. O. Sullivan, 
the ice-man, whose card was presented to 
Dr. Cronin, and which led him to leave his 
hom e on the night of his disappearance. 
The m an who presented.the card said that 
one of Sullivan's employes had m et with 
an aocident and required Cronin’s services. 
The cottage belonge to a man named 
Carlson, who lives on the rear of the same 
lot. It appears that about seven weeks ago

Paying a m onth in advance. 
People were 
given to understand the woman had rented 
it for her brothers, who had been hired by 
Sulliván. Sullivan declares he did not hire 
auy such m en. Though the rent was paid 
the house rem ained unoccupied until about 
the tim e of Cronin's disappenranee, when 
she came with what appeared to be a 
bundle of carpets. If the;,- were preparing 
for Cronin's assassination this would have 
been a good way to smuggle into the house 
the large bundle of cotton batting found 
with the body. 
Proceeding on the theory that 


CRONIN WAS MURDERED HERE 
It pointed out that the house is adm irably 
located for that purpose as being near 
Sullivan’s hejuee. Cronin conld be con­ 
ducted to it without exciting suspicion, 
while at the same tim e it would furnish a 
perfect hiding place for them to spring 
upon him as soon as he would enter the 
place. It is also surmised that the carpet 
m ay have been used upon the hallway or 
other front room to give the place the"ap­ 
pearance of being occupied. The attention 
o f the police was directed to the house by 
Carlson, the owner. This afternoon it was 
visited by Inspector Ebersold and the 
Coroner. 
W hen 
Lieutenant 
Schuttler 
found that 


RKfORTERS HAD GAINED ENTRANCE 
T o the house he was very angry. H e sus­ 
pended th e officer who had been on watch, 
and sent another to the place. The Lieu­ 
tenant himself, however, was no more suc­ 
cessful in keeping the secret, for a re­ 
porter succeeded in drawing from him 
some of the im portant admissions, among 
them that the police had a clue to the 
m urderers. The most im portant adm is­ 
sion was that the clothes of the dead man 
had been recovered and identified. 
Late this afternoon Mrs. Carlson turned 
over to the police a letter signed “ Frank 
W illiam s,1' which, she said, was written 
by one of the two strange men who occu­ 
pied the cotlage, and disappeared after the 
m urder. The police would not diTulge the 
date or contents of the note, but it is sup­ 
posed to relate to the renting of the house. 
The police officials appear to think to­ 
night that Cronin’s assassins may have im ­ 
itated

BOODI.ER M’GARIOLE’s FAMOUS ESCAPE 
U p Lake Michigan. 
It is said that men 
were noticed early the Sunday morning 
following Cronin's disappearance in a row­ 
boat on the lake, m aking for the north 
pier. They were heading almost in a 
straight line from the beach in Lincoln 
Park near where the prisoner Woodruff 
said a halt had been made with the m ys­ 
terious trunk. Since that night a row-boat 
has been missing from an establishment 
close by. 
. 
The suburban police have always d e ­ 
clared that there were three men seen in 
the wagon supposed to contain the m ys­ 
terious trunk. 
Woodruff from the first 
talked of two others besides himself. The 
police are very anxious to hear from the 
missing boat.

Chicago. M ay 24th.—A m o rn in g paper 
publishes w hat professes to be th e papers 
left by D r. C ronin. F ollow ing are extracts : 
June 13.18S8.—John Devoy in the Convention 
of the U. B, made four charges with specifica­ 
tions against Alexander Sullivan, ^lichae! Bo- 
laLd and Denis C. Fcely. The charges were : 
1. Violation of their oaths of membership and 
office. 2 Misappropriation of the funds of the 
V. B. 3. Betrayal of trust and of the Interests 
of the U. B. 4. M a'feasance in office. 
At Uie Clan Sa Gad Convention in Chicago 
in August, 1831. the above named were elected 
members of the Fxeeutlve Body, and by that 
body member* of the Revolutionary Directory. 
It is charged that the three men named de­ 
ceived and misled their colleagues on the Revo­ 
lutionary Directory who represented the I. R. B. 
on that body, and through them deceived and 
misled the suprim e Council of the I. R. B.. 
with whom they were sworn to act in union 
and to assist in revolutionary work, and by 
such deceit auil misleading created m isunder­ 
standings and distrust between the two allied 
governing bodies of the Irish revolutionary 
movement. 
They levied on the executive body of the 
United Brotherhood in the natue of the revolu­ 
tionary directory during the years DM I ns2. 
1883 and ltS4, sums of mouey amounting in the 
aggregate to fl> 00. received and expeudcd 
the same, or ordeted 1! expended, without the 
knowledge or consent of their colleagues of the 
revolutionary directory. It is alleged that they, 
together with t / Farrell of Ia-aoville, subse­ 
quently audited their own accounts. 
SULLIVAN OBJECTED TO. CRONIN. 
At a meeting of the comm ittee appointed 
to try these m arges, on August 20, 1888, 
in Buffalo, Dr. Crdhin was present as one 
of the comm ittee. 
Sullivan objected to 
Cronin’s presence, as he was an enemy 
■who was always trying to injure him . The 
com m ittee consisted of six members. Four 
of these found Sullivan and his colleagues 
all right, but McCabey and Cronin made a 
m inority report sustaining the charges. 


HE INTENDED TO KILL HIM. 
P hiladelphia, May Aiiii.—It was stated 
here in Irish circles last sum m er that a 
man well known to the Irish leaders made 
hreats against Dr. Cronin and declared 


that he intended to kill him. The man 
l*ft suddenly and was next heard of in 
Chicigo. 
A tetter announcing his arrival 
was received here bv a prom inent gentle­ 
man, in which the. laiter was asked as to 
the standing of the man. 
A reply was 
sent to Chicago to tne effect that the fellow 
was considered harm less and that n o atten ­ 
tion should be paid to him . That man, 
whose nam e the leaders reiuse to divulge, 
has not returned here, and fbty have not 
found a trace of him . 
His description, 
with his name, has been sent to Chicago. 
Dr. Cronin's rem ains will be taken to­ 
morrow to one of the large public hails on 
the lake front, where all who desires m ay 
gaze on the ghastly corpse. 
On Sunday there will be a street proces­ 
sion from the hall to the Cathedral. After 
the services the rem ains will be taken by 
train to the Calvary Cemetery. Fifty cents 
will be charged each person going to the 
cemetery, an am ount, it is estimated, will net 
the Committee of Arrangem ents thirty-five 
cents for each fare. The sum thus raised, 
it is announced, will be devoted to the dis­ 
covery and prosecution of the Doctor's 
murderers. 
A TELL-TALE KEY. 
In the vacant cottage where the blood 
stains were discovered, and the place which 
the police had already decided was the 
scene of the m urder of Dr. Cronin, there 
was found by a detective to-night a brand 
new key. The officers decided at once to try 
it on the lock oí the mysterious trunk found 
by the roadside the m orning after Cronin 
disappeared. The key fitted exactly, and 
all doubt now about the genuine connec­ 
tion between prisoner W oodruff and ihe- 
doctor's dead body, the trunk and the 
blood-stained cottage, has been put beyond 
a question. 


THE FINDING OF A BRUSH. 
The Carlson cottage has been thoroughly 
ransacked. 
A new brush, such as paint­ 
ers ordinarily use in coarse work, was 
found in the attic. 
Its hairs were smeared 
with paint sim ilar to that witb which the 
blood stains had been partly obliterated. 
In the attic was also found a pot contain­ 
ing a q nanlitj- of the same sort of paint. 
Indications were that the painting had 
been done some tim e after the killing, pos­ 
sibly involving the return to the house by 
the m urderers or their accomplices. 
The son-in-law of old m an Carlson to­ 
night said the cottage was rented in March, 
and the rent paid in advance. The man 
who brought the bed, bureau aud some rugs 
to the house told Mrs. Carlson that his 


SISTER WAS II THE HOSPITAL 
Sick, and that before moving in he would 
wait until she was able to leave that insti­ 
tution. Aftei wards he came back with an­ 
other man and they informed the Carlsous 
they were brothers, and that their names 
was W illiams. 
When the m onth was up 
on the 20th of April, thev came around 
and paid another m onth’s rent, saying 
their sister was still sick. 
The old folks became suspicions after 
this, and determ ined there was som ething 
wrong and decided not to let tbe men have 
the house after this m onth. A singular 
thing is, that last Thursday another man. 
who bad not been seen before, came to the 
house to pay the third m onth> rent. 
Mrs. 
Carlson refused to re-rent tbe bouse, say­ 
ing they proposed to sell it. The man said 
he would return tbe next day to take the 
furniture away. 
He did not come, and it is 
in the house yet. 


OTHER REASONS FOB THE MURDEB. 
The evidence of embezzlement by prom ­ 
inent officers of the Clan Na Gaelj said to 
have been in the possession of Dr. Cronin, 
may not have been nearly as potent a factor 
in bringing about bis death as the evidence 
of other offenses, which it is now claimed, 
Dr. Cronin had also in his possession. 
It is stated that w ithin the past few years 
at least twelve persons have been sent from 
this country to England charged with the 
performance of dupes in connection with 
the Union 
Brotherhood 
which would 
jeopardtze their lives. 
Michael Lomasney, 
who lost his life while about to blow tip 
the London 
bridge, was one of these 
twelve. 
It is claimed that Cronin had evi­ 
dence tending to show that three of tbe 
Directors of this Brotherhood, n am ely : 
Alexander Sullivan, Michael Boland and 
Denis O’Feehy, had im parted certain in ­ 
formation to the Scotland Yard detectives, 
which led to the arrest ol many of these 
twelve as soon as they touched British soil, 
and they are 
NOW LYING IN BRITISH DUNGEONS. 
Dr. Cronin was engaged in endeavoring 
to substantiate this charge against the 
United Brotherhood officers, and, it is al­ 
leged. had made substantial progress. 
Dr. Cronin’s private papers are not ac­ 
cessible, but it has been learned that he 
has possession of an affidavit made by a 
prom inent Irish-Am erican interested in 
certain disclosures, which says that Dr. 
Cronin m ust be removed. The m aker of 
this affidavit will probably be arrested to­ 
morrow. 
ARRANGEMENTS FOR CRONIN S FUNERAL 
Are being made on an extensive scale. All 
the Catholic and Irish organizations will 
be represented by thousands in line. It is 
estimated that fully 25.000 people will at 
tend the funeral. 
E xtra trains will be run 
and a fee of fifty cents will be chareed for 
each passenger. The latest theory in con­ 
nection w ith the m urder is that the crime 
was com m itted by foreigners who came 
from Europe.

DISCOVERED IN TIME. 


A P lot for 
General 
J a il Delivery 
Foiled. 
J ersey City (N .J.), May 24th.—A plot 
was unearthed this m orning for a general 
delivery of the convicts confined in the 
Hudson county penitentiary at Snake H ill. 
The attention of two deputy W ardens be­ 
ing attracted by suspicious conferences of 
five long term prisoners, search was made 
of the cells occupied by tht*Se convicts. 
The investigation resulted in the discovery 
of nineteen files, six knives, five saws, ten 
drills, a pair of compasses, and other arti­ 
cles. 
The files were smuggled into the 
prison from the outside, and the other tools 
were made by the convict blacksmith, now 
at liberty. 
A set of keys made of lead were 
found in the pocket of one of the convicts 
involved, which would have readily opened 
the doors of the cells and that of the corri­ 
dors. The men were at once put in close 
confinement, and for some time will sub­ 
sist on bread and w ater. Other prisoners 
are believed to be implicated and a search­ 
ing investigation is now in progress. 


Train Thrown Down an E m bankm ent— 
Num ber o f Persona Injured. 
St. Louis, H u 24th.—The west-bound 
train on the Bt Louis A San Francisco 
Railroad was wuecked seventy miles west 
ot Bt. Louis. 
No: a passenger escaped un­ 
hurt. 
Forty-five are known.to have buen 
seriously injured, though no deaths are yet 
reported. 
. * 
The train was running at a high rate of 
speed when suddenly, without warning, 
tbe track gave way. 
The locomotive, bag­ 
gage car and five coaches went over the 
em bankm ent. 
The trainm en and those 
only slightly injured at once set to work to 
prevent the additional horror of fire, in 
which they succeeded, aud then turned 
their attention to the more unfortunate in ­ 
jured. 
In a short time forty-five passen­ 
ger*. all badly hart, had been released from 
the debris. 
A temporary hospital was improvised at 
Sullivan and the most serious injured taken 
there, white others were brought to St. 
Louis on a special train. 
U was about mid­ 
night when tbe accident occurred and m ott 
of the passengers were asleep. There is a 
curve in the road at the scene of the acci­ 
dent aBd the creek is crossed on a thirtv- 
foot embankm ent. 
The tram men who arrived here say that 
the spikes and tfsh-platee had been removed 
from the track, tor the evident purpose of 
wrecking the train. The supposition Is 
that it was done by train robbers, though 
no attem pt to rob "the train was made, and 
it is presumed that som ething scared them 
oil or that they threw the wrong train. 
No deaths have as yet resulted from the 
eflects of injuries reoeived by the passen­ 
gers. though several w e in a precarious 
eondition. 
General Manager Morrill has 
offered a reward of $1.000 for information 
which will lead to the detection of the 
party or parties vtho removed the bolt* 
from the fish-plates and thus caused the 
wreck.

He YV ant» S n o w to Pay for tbe Lost 
G ero n a Vessel». 
W a.*hixu*gn, May "24th.— Tbe inter­ 
change oi telegrams betw een the Depart­ 
m ent of State and our Commissioner at 
Berlin are glowing very numerous as the 
Conference draws to a close, aud some in ­ 
form ation oí dlffieulries in the way of 
settlem ent occasionally beoouies public. 
It is stated here upon the best aathoritv 
that the only difficulty standing now in 
the way nt the final settlem ent is the quee- 
tiuH of indem nity, and in this matter 
Prince Bism arck’s demands are said to 
have bee» exorbitant. 
H e has issisted 
that in addition to indem nity for the kill­ 
ing of the German soldiers aud despoiling 
of the German plantations, also for tbe loes 
of the German ships of war by the 
great hurricane. 
He 
bases 
this claim 
upon 
the 
ground 
that 
if 
the 
action 
of 
the 
Samoan 
Government 
had not compelled the German ships to do 
police duty (an unusual thing lor foreign 
vessels to do in a harbor of a friendly na­ 
tion), the catastrophe would not have hap­ 
pened. 
Bismarck's purpose is said to be To sad­ 
dle Samoa with so great a debt that she 
m ust repudiate and come to Germany with 
concessions, asking for repeated renewals 
of her indebtedness, tbus giving Getmany 
the same power over tbe islands that Eng­ 
land has acquired over Turkey. Ot coarse 
the Americans have opposed this demand 
stoutly and m aintained that Samoa should 
pay merely a nom inal indem nity. The 
m atter is still unsettled, and is the "subject 
pf much cabling back and forth.

May 24th.— Laura Bridgman, 
who was deaf, dum b and blind from two 
years of age, and made widely famous by 
Charles Dickens in his “ American Notes."' 
also by m any public references to her won­ 
derful intelligence, died to dav at South 
Boston Asylum, where she has long dwelt, 
aged GO. 
[Laura Bridgman was a blind deaf mute, bom 
in Hanover, N. H.. December 21. 1829. Until 
two years old sbe possessed all the faculties. By 
illness lost her sense of sight, bearing and 
smell, and her taste was muon impaired. At 8 
she entered the Perkins' Institute, Boston, and 
soon became familiar with the building and 
wandered about it at will. 
Dr. S. G. Howe 
undertook 
to instruct her. a 
task never 
before accomplished with 
one 
so 
afflic­ 
ted. 
He 
had 
to 
operate 
through the 
sense of touch. He gave her articles to handle 
with their names embossed in raised lettere, 
aud by repetition she came to understand that 
the raised parts bore a rotation to the character 
of the object. Then the raised letters were 
given t j her separately to feel . next, arranged 
as at first on the knife, or spoon, or hammer. 
Then she was guided to disturb and then re­ 
arrange the letters. From this process, by un­ 
tiring perseverance, she was taught to express 
ideas through raised 
letters. 
Finallv, the 
doctor gave 
her type 
and a board" with 
holes to receive them, and thus she would 
“ compose" 
words. 
Through 
this 
means 
she 
W8- 
taught 
the 
manual 
alphabet, 
and so on progress was made, until this 
girl, blind, deaf, without the sense ol smell or 
taste, learned to write, to think orderly, to 
play tbe piano, to conquer in m atbematics, to 
do needle work and household duties.* She 
became deTout, patient, loving, jealous of her 
own aud others' rights and very tasteful in all 
things. ,She learned to make her own clothing, 
t o r u n a sewing machine, to read from raised 
letters and work so prepared and really came

T be N icaragua Com pany R eady to 
W ork In Earnest. 
N ew Y ork, May 24th.—The Nicaragua 
Canal Company has announced the steam­ 
ship AlveDa to sail for Grevtown, Nicara­ 
gua, at noon of May 25th. She will carry 
about fifty men and a qunatity of imple­ 
m ents and stores for the Nicaragua Canal 
Construction Company, being the pioneer 
expedition for the commencement of the 
work of building th e ' Nicaragua Iuter- 
Oceanic Canal. Sim ilar consignments of 
men and materials for the prosecution of 
the work will follow one another at short 
intervals. » 
Ten engineers of the surveying expedi­ 
tion of 1887 and 1888 have remained in 
Nicaragua in the service of the company, 
and will meet the construction party at 
Greytown. They have collected aoout 500 
native laborers there in readiness to begin 
operations at once. 
The first work to be done, and which 
will begin immediately, is railroad con­ 
struction, building a pier at Greytown, 
erecting 
perm anent quarters, 
hospitals, 
warehouses and shops, running telegraph 
wires along tne line of the projected canal, 
dredging in Greytown harbor and clearing 
and dredging the first twelve miles of the 
canal from Greytown to the divide. 
Preparations will be made for heavy 
work on rockv em bankm ents.

quarterly report upon the condition of the 
spring crops in the United States. 
Of California it says: 
“Crops look very 
fine, owing to abundance of rain and the 
m ild weather of the past winter. Spring 
plowing about finished, except in most 
m ountainous counties aud districts where 
Indian corn will be planted. 
This is cul­ 
tivated to some extent, especially in the 
southern counties. 
In the northern region 
the nights are too cool. 
"Potatoes are raised to a considerable ex­ 
tent on salt marshes. They were planted 
early and were looking well. The wire- 
worm interferes 
somewhat 
with 
their 
quality, which otherwise is very good. 
“Fruit of all kinds promises fair crops, 
though peaches and nectarines have suf- 
ferred from cnrled leaf in m any districts.” 
The average eondition of w inter grain is 
as follows: California—W heat, 99; rye, 98; 
barley, 98. Oregon—W heat, 99; rye, 98; 
barley, 97.

Investigation of the Mind H eader's D e­ 
cease in New York. 
N ew Y ork, May 24th.—At to day’s ses­ 
sion of the inquest in the case of W ashing­ 
ton Irving Bishop Mrs. Bishop, m other of 
the deceased, testified that on one occasion 
her son had been for six days as if dead, 
but she held to the belief that he was alive, 
and on the seventh day he rose up and was 
him self again. 
This, Mrs. Bishop said, was when he was 
a boy, and he had had several sim ilar ex­ 
periences since. She further said that he 
had a horror of lire surgeon's knife while 
iu these trances, and always carried a paper 
about his person explaining this feeling. 
She said she saw this paper with him an 
hour before he left Philadelphia on the 
fatal evenicg. 
Although she came on at once when no­ 
tified of his illness, they would not let her 
see him . but said that the doctors were 
w ith him . She had a presentim ent that 
they would cut him with their knives be­ 
fore they would let her see him . She ar- 
sueil with them to no purpose and said : 
“H e is simply in a trance, and they do not 
understand his case.” 
W itness said that 
on Tuesday morniDg she was brought to 
the undertakers ami there shown the body 
of her m urdered boy. 
Miss Ida O’Reine Jones, who had known 
Bishop for fifteen years, told of a trance of 
Bishop’s, in which the physicians had pro­ 
nounced him dead, and of his recovery 
half an hour after he had been laid out. 
Dr. Briggs corroborated Mrs. B ishop's 
testimony regarding his attendance on her 
son in 1873, and stated that the doctora 
who were with him had pronounced him 
dead, though he would not be convinced, 
having had charge of sim ilar cases. 
Adjourned until Monday.

THE SOUTHWESTERN CORNER OF 
OUR CONTINFVi. 


An O verland Journey From San 
D iego to Ensenada—How the 
Country Looks.

May 14, 1889. j 
Xo wad ays most people who visit the 
Californian peninsula go down by steamer 
from San Diego to Ensenada—the former 
being the last town cf consequence on the 
American d ie of the border, and the latter 
the first on the Mexican side. The dis­ 
tance between the two points is only sixty- 
five mile?—an easy journey between sup­ 
per and breakfast; but after the three 
thousand miles and more of water transit 
which your correspondent has lately un­ 
dergone, attended with “perils by sea” in 
the shape of equlnoxial storms and spring 
gales and -uch an excess of mal de mee that 
ever since the sight of a ship or the sound 
of a whistle brings back the old feeling of 
nausea, we will make this little journey 
overland. 
" 
First a few words about San Diego, that 
ambitious city whose name (Spanish for 
Saint James) was first conferred upon its 
famous bay by Sebastian Vizoarno, who 
surveyed it if) the year 1602. Vizearno 
was not the original discoverer, however, 
for that distinction belongs to Juan Roder- 
iguex Cabrillo and some other Portuguese 
navigators, who came in 1542. 
The modern history of the town dates 
back to the days of Father Francis Juní­ 
pero Serra, the good friar who founded the 
chain of missions that afterwards extended 
away up into Northern California. 
THE #MIsj*IOX OF SAX DIEGO 
k\ as established in what is now known as 
“Old Town,” and the present pueblo wsa 
organized just 54 years ago, making it the 
oldest municipality in the State. 
Since 1846, when California passed from 
Mexican control to that of tlve American 
Government, the little burg has bravely 
held its urn, though away down in the 
extremest corner of the Republic, with no 
neighbors anywhere, and no back country 
to boast of. About four years ago the 
Santa Fe railway made this point its 
western terminus, and then an era of phe­ 
nomenal development began. In half a 
year the population increase# from 3,000 
to 30,000; electric lights illuminate it; 
street railway lines cross it in all direc­ 
tions; motor and horse-cars oonnect it with 
progressive suburbs; a magnificent park of 
1,500 acres occupies the heart of the town; 
and vessel? of largest tonnage can enter 
the land-locked harbor at low tide in per­ 
fect safety. 
Ihe favorite boast of all loval San 
Diegans is tiie beautiful bay artd ‘the per­ 
fect weather that belongs to the latitude, 
and so much has been said about it by the 
boomers that irreverent persons from 
farther up the coast have, out of sheer 
jealousy, abbreviated it into a bv-word— 
“Bayandclimate.' Occupying a command­ 
ing position, with the sheltering hills be­ 
hind it, and the lovely bay in front, the 
climate is certainly all that could be de­ 
sired, scarcely varying ten degrees from 
year to year, with neither the excessive 
heats oí Los Angeles, the chilly winds and 
fogs of San Francisco, or thp malaria of 
the adjoining country. It is popularly 
supposed in the north that a city so far 
south as this must be intolerable in summer­ 
tim e; but such is by no means the case 
with San Diego, where light blankets are 
weeded at night the whole year Ihrough, 
and which—with its ocean breezes qnd 
near-by islands, covered with hotels and 
cottages—is eminently 
FITTED FOR A SUMMER RESORT. 
Great things are prophesied for the fu­ 
ture of this city, it having the only harbor 
of consequence on the California coast ex­ 
cept that at San Francisco, being nearest 
the Mexican borde% the Southern terminus 
of all the Pacific railways, and with a 
good deal of fertile hack country not yet 
thickly settled. Just now the cilk-" is 
struggling under that deadly reaction 
which always follows an overdone “boom,” 
and business is comparatively dull. But 
affaire are not so bad with San Diego as 
with most of her neighbors, and her 
“ healphy growth,” about which we hear 
so much, is slowly but surely progressing. 
The fact is that injudicious booming has 
been the bane of all Southern California. 
There are towns of which the world heard 
a great deal a year or two ago—-each one, 
according to real-estate advertisers, bound 
to become the metropolis of the coast— 
that are now practically dead, nearly everv 
other house placarded “ to.let ” and prop­ 
erty for sale at half its original cost. They 
were boomed to death, and those unfor­ 
tunate citizens who have not money 
enough left to get away, stand around idlv 
with their hands in their pockets waiting 
for another boom to come along and make 
them rich without the necessity of ignoble 
labor. 
STARTING SOUTHWARD 
F rom San Diego bv private conveyance 
(the stage-coach no longer makes regular 
trips) it is a pleasant afternoon’s journey 
to Tia Juana—a funny little town situated 
exactly on the dividing line between the 
two republics. At first there are flowery 
fields on one side and salt marshes on the 
other, alternated by dazzling glimpses of 
the Pacific, a strong cool breeze bringing 
the smell and almost the sound of the sea. 
By the way, it is a peculiarity of this sec­ 
tion that the “ northers” blow generally 
from the^outh. and the rivers are said to 
flow bottom upwards—meaning that the 
water sinks quickly into the ground, leav­ 
ing a few feet of sand on top. 
Beyond National City, which is almost 
near enough to be a suburb of San Diego, 
and is connected therewith by a motor 
railway, the road gradually leaves the 
coast and nea* the foothills. A few hours’ 
easy riding through fertile farming lands 
brings us to Tia Juana. How this border 
town came by its cognomen (Tia, “Aunt,” 
Juana, “ Jane,” history saith not; but 
probably some influential Mexican had. a 
female relative of that name who once re­ 
sided here, and his frequent visits to 
“Aunt Jane’s ” are thus commemorated. 
Unroiuantic |/eop!e insist that the real 
name of the valley is not Tia Juana at all, 
but Tijuan little turtle), bestowed at an 
early day beca .-e .f the numl>ers of small 
turtles that used to alauind in it. How­ 
ever, it is "T ia Juana” to-day, and doubt­ 
less will remain so. 
It is not much of a town, more Mexican 
than American, -draggling half a mile or 
more along both sides of the line. There 
are two hotel-, ne named after the town, 
which may have been the identical abode 
of 
HlsTOKIi AUNT JANE; 
The other, big, square, wooden, unpainted, 
looking like an immense dry goods box 
with window, in it. So far as inns are 
concerned, all the architectural display of 
the section scent; to have been exhausted 
in the great Hotel del Coronado (on Coro­ 
nado Island, opposite San Diego), which is 
said to be the largest hotel in the world, 
as it is one of the most beautiful, the ma­ 
jority of the others being characterized by 
the severest simplicity, inside as well as 
out, and in the matter of bed and board as 
well as adornments. 
We “ put up ” a; the Tia Juana House, 
and spend the sunset hour delightfully in 
its rambling old garden, where linnets and 
larks make music, and drooping pepper 
trees, dressed in new leaves, are just turn­ 
ing their pendant clhsters of tinv white 
blossoms into l unches of pink kernels. 
Next morning we made an early start, ac­ 


companied by a couple of rurales (soldier 
guards), kindly furnished by the local 
powers for our escort and protection, and a 
capacious lunch-basket, stocked at the 
hotel with two days’ rations for the party. 
The valley- of the defunct Aunt Jane, or 
of the “Little Turtles,” as the case may be, 
is beautifully fertile and highly cultivated. 
There are great fields of corn, wheat and 
barley, substantial farm houses, surrounded 
by fine gardens, and a general look of 
thrift and contentment. In conree of the 
morning we pass the ruins of a Jesuit mis­ 
sion, nearly two centuries old, and the ex­ 
tensive rancho of Senor Aguillar, a Mexi­ 
can, who owns most of the country here­ 
abouts. The sun is at the meridian as we 
toil ilp a series of low hills, and presently 
we find ourselves in another val ley, equally 
fertile, but not so well cultivated. Right 
here begin the lands of the International 
Company of Mexico—the great tract ex­ 
tending southward more than 300 miles 
and including half the peninsula, which 
the Mexican Government transferred a 
few years ago to a syndicate of American 
capitalists. Here and there are houses 
with a squatter look about them and 
patches of tilled ground, but most of the 
colonists have settled around or below En­ 
senada. 
FARTHER SOUTH. 
. 
Crossing another dividing ridge, we 
lose sight of the Tia Juana river, but soon 
find another And smaller stream, which is 
more like a succession of springs. Later 
on we come to another river, which can 
be forded without difficulty, and then 
enter the Carrizo valley, narrower than 
that behind us but'incomparably lovely. 
The few families who reside in this se­ 
cluded spot seem defighted to see travelers, 
though 
strangers. Wayside 
children 
cheer us as we pass, ami men and women 
come out of their houses to shake hands 
and inquire tl;e news, afterwards bidding 
us a courteous adios. 
Out of this sleepy hollow we literally 
crawl up a narrow pass, terrifically steep, 
whore the spring rain» have worn the" road 
into appalling ruts. Being obliged to 
walk, while the carriage topples from side 
to side in a manner fearful to contemplate, 
considering what the descent may be, we 
divert ourselves by gathering some at the 
flowers which cover these wild heights in 
infinite variety. 
Below this second divide we enter El 
\ alie de las I’alihas—the “valley of 
Palms’ —one of the mo6t beautiful spots it 
has ever been aav good fortune to behold. 
By this time night has come, and we jour­ 
ney by moonlight, the tall trees and 
bushes casting ghostly shadows. 
We 
cross dry river-bede (streams running 
upside down) and long stretches of bot­ 
tom land and fields of sweet-smelling 
alfalfa, and at last, tired and sleepy, make 
the little village of Los Palmas and 
anotfcer dry-goeds box of a hotel, kept by 
a pleasant German family, who gave us "a 
good sup}>er and comfortable bed. 
At the earliest peep of day a horn 
blown vigorously outside signals' the hour 
for arising. 
Breakfast is quietly dis­ 
patched. and sunrise finds us 
AGAIN ON THE ROAD. 
Almost immediately we plunge into 
a clear, Jiallow stream, the Palmas 
river, afterwards following 
a beauti­ 
ful canyon fringed with ferns and carpeted 
with greenest grass, shaded by large trees 
and thick undergrowth. The stream zig­ 
zags through the narrow gorge so that we 
were obliged to cross it a score of times, 
meanwhile keeping a sharp lookout for the 
rattlesnakes which here abound. Before 
noon we came into Vallecitos, “Little Val­ 
ley, ' where ex-Governor Rverson and his 
brother-in-law, Senor Serano, have fine 
ranches, tat cattle, good residences, or­ 
chards, wheat fields, a steam flouring mill, 
and other desirable possessions. 
Later we enter Burro canyon, a narrow 
defile, where enormous live-oaks interlock 
their branches overhead, and a dear stream, 
fed by innumerable springs, winds in and 
out among the rocks and trees, between 
banks that are like soft green plush, strewn 
with wild flowers. In one place the er­ 
ratic river suddenly crosses the road, 
leaps over a fallen tree into a natural 
basin, and then, diving under a mossy 
bank, runs away and hides itself among 
the rocks and ferns. By and by it reap­ 
pears, grown broader and noisier, jumping 
over rocks and making such a racket that 
we can hardly believe it to be the same 
modest little stream whose quiet begin­ 
ning we saw at the head of the valley. 
Out of Burro canyon we come into 
QUADALOUPE VALLEY, 
\Y here “all along the river lie long fields 
of rye and barley,” and it is easy to im­ 
agine that Camelot is at hand, especially 
as piles of gigantic white rocks somewhat 
resemble castle walls. 
This vailey is 
watered by its own river, the Guadalo'upe, 
which 
never 
runs 
bottom 
up­ 
wards, but remains visible the whole 
year through. Irrigation is .-cot néeded 
here, and wonderful crops are said to be 
infallible. 
The Flowers brothers own 
ranches here, and at one of their houses 
we stopped for luncheon. The genial host 
added fresh milk and butter to our 
stock 
and store, 
and 
our soldier 
companions contributed 
some savorv 
ribs 
of 
lamb 
broiled 
over 
the 
coals on the point of a stick. Around the 
flower case grow enormous palm trees of 
the fan variety, tall banana bushes and 
orange trees laden with fruit, while on all 
sides, far as the eye can reach, lie fields of 
young wheat, like smooth green carpets. 
Farther on we pass another deserted 
mission, whose crumbling walls 
TELL A MELANCHOLY TALE 
Qf patient priests, who toiled and praved 
and taught the natives the beauties" of 
holiness. We can see how the land all 
around had once been laid out in fields and 
gardens before the crnel edict of banish­ 
ment came, and some old pear and apricot 
trees still bear fruit in their season.' 
Then we hurry on, as twilight is ap­ 
proaching, through miles of wheat and bar­ 
ley, fording a river every now and then, 
passing scattered ranches and long stretches 
of unoccupied country. Then come the long 
hills which form the last “divide,” then 
down, down, down, now in almost total 
darkness. A wavering moon comes out at 
last, uncertain whether to show her face 
or to hide it behind the clouds. Tn any 
other country rain would fall from such a 
sky; but here, of course, it cannot for 
months to come. ,At last a glimmer of 
ocean is before us. and its roar is again in 
our ears. After leaving Sanzal (one of 
the show ranches of the International 
Company) we drive so close* to shore 
that some of the fiercer breakers actual­ 
ly sprinkle us with their spray. Then 
the road runs inland a mile or two, mak­ 
ing way for a line of low hills. Then old 
Neptune’s voice is heard again, and the 
twinkling lights of Ensenada, the “new 
city by the sea,” announce the journey’s 
end.

AMONG THE BEER GARDENS OF 
ANCIENT MUNICH. 


The “ Record-Union ” Correspondent 
in the City o f Happy F aces— 
P eculiar Custom s. 


Chronic D eadheads. 
The lengths to which chronic applicants 
for free passes will go is well illustrate»! by 
the following incident: A gentleman who 
wished to go from Chicago to Riverside, a 
distance thirteen miles, called at the man­ 
ager’s office in the midst of a heavy rain 
storm for a pass.

M unich (Bavaria), April 14. 1889. 
It is Palm Sunday. How muck pleas­ 
anter it is to us to mark the flight of time 
by days which bear a ñamé than by barren 
numbers. It is the difference between the 
visit of a friend and that of the tax gath­ 
erer. Munich is busy - to-day, for the 
children are to be confirmed, and hun­ 
dreds of them, more or less beautiful, are 
going to church with green branches or 
candles in their hands. 
The Roman 
Catholic girls are clad in pure white and 
wear wreaths, while their Lutheran play­ 
mates are dressed in black. It is the be­ 
ginning of nature’s year, and it is the be­ 
ginning of life for these first communi­ 
cants. If it is to be the life of Munich it 
will be a jolly one, for never was a city 
with more laughing faces or plumper citi­ 
zen1. Munich has a well-ileserved repu­ 
tation for being one of the first cities in 
the culture of art, both plastic and pic­ 
torial, and until late years it held a high 
rank in architecture. 
Ludwig I. found his greatest pleasure 
in the beautifying of Munich, and daring 
his reign of about a quarter of a century 
the city became famous fpr its magnificent 
edifices. Though the last King did little 
or nothing to improve it, the city has con­ 
tinued to increase in size and wealth with 
remarkable rapidity. Piloty, the artist, 
and Kaulback have in their line done as 
much as Klenze or Cornelius to make the 
Bavarian capital rank among the richest 
art centers. Yet with all these beauties 
and treasures before him, the visitor owns 
himself to be more Impressed by a very 
prosaic feature of the jollv capital, anil 
that is the beer. One lieoomes aware of 
this wonderful influence as soon as the Ba­ 
varian border it crossed, in the time-table 
for the railway. Each station where a 
three-minute stop is made is designate»! by 
a beer glass, and thus the route ail the way 
to Munich is 
MARKED BY FOAMING GOBLETS. 
In the streets huge wagons of framework 
carry loads of full or emptied casks from 
brewery to gasthaus, their magnificent 
horses being one of the sights of the city, 
while.the fresh faces of the merry drivers 
seem all of one pattern, and shine with 
true Munich “ gemuthlichkeit ” as the 
stalwart owners crack their whips and stalk 
along beside their Gambrinus chariots. 
Though Gambrinus has driven Bacchus 
and all the gods bat Apollo from the city, 
he allows the muses, with chivalric spirit, 
to hold a little corner to themselves. The 
Hofbranhasts or court brewery has long 
been famous, and attracts a crowd of all 
classes, from princes to peasants, daily to 
drink the beer, which is considered the 
best-to be had in the world. It is a quaint 
old cellar, a little below the street level, 
with arched ceiling and great pillars dim 
with tobacco smoke ; though the place is 
yearly renovated it quickly grows old 
again. Following the crowd' F entered 
by the arched gateway, and found myself 
in a dusky atmosphere, through which at 
first it was difficult to see, but when my 
eyes had grown accustomed to the dark­ 
ness I found niv way to a stand of shelves, 
on which Were placed many mugs with 
pewter covers, each holding a liter (a little 
more than a ifuart), no smaller quantity 
being sold. W ith my mug in one hand 
and my *22 pfennigs (about five cents) in 
the other, I took my place in line and 
soon reached the counter, and passing 
money and mug to the man at the <»sk, 
•received the measure of white-capjied beer 
and marched away to find a seat. Every- 
Itody works for himself in Hofbranhaus, 
brings his own beer or goes to the kitchen 
for his food, and there is a great independ­ 
ence in thus 
BEING YOUR OWN SERVANT. 
The place was full, as always, but room 
was made for me at one of the tables and 
and there I sat, with some sausages and 
sauerkraut (5 cents), before me and a 
quart of cool, amber beer. A soldier, two 
workmen and their bags of tools, a woman 
with a knitted scarf about her htiad, a gen­ 
tleman with two ladies, and a great Danish 
hound were the other occupants of the 
table, and each (excepting the ladies, who 
had one between them, and the hound, 
which had none,) had a quart of the same 
delicious fluid. The gentleman and his 
ladies were from Massachusetts and conse­ 
quently were a little nervous, least they 
should be found in such company. Every­ 
body talked with his neighbor and good 
humor prevailed. 
Table after table 
stretched away under the arches, each 
with its happy compliment of humanity 
chattering together over all sorts of sub­ 
jects. 
Peddlers with souvenirs, picture, 
bread and post cards, in fact all portable 
objects under the sun, were driving a busy 
trade, halting now and then to take a 
swallow from the politely proffered mug of 
some good-natured person who is in that 
mellow stage when poor humanity would 
share its pleasures with all the world. 
THE BEER OF MUNICH 
Is wholesome, and is rerommended by 
physicians for those suffering from poverty 
of the blfiod, though it cannot be that the 
120,000,000 litres of Ahis beloved drink 
which Ls brewed each year by the city 
breweries is used for the sole purpose of 
enriching the Munich blood. Salvator 
liter time is just over, occurring in the first 
part of April, when everybody makes a 
special virtue of taking as much as possi­ 
ble. Salvator, likq bock beer, was first 
known in the sixteenth-century, and is 
drúnk in spring only. It is sweeter and 
has more malt than the common kind, be­ 
ing in consequence more difficult to keep 
and to carry. The noise and crowd in 
Hofbranhaus was comparatively small, to 
what I remember some years aco at Salva­ 
tor time in a large hall and garden on the 
Noker Hill, near Munich, where a perfect 
pandemonium reigned, and it was not 
safe for anyone to appear wearing a 
silk hat. 
Crowds of the lower classes 
seized the 
time, 
as 
formerly 
in 
Italy in Carnival week, to go into all 
sorts of extravagances and drink them­ 
selves into a state of insanity, while music 
and songs incited to every kind of lfeense. 
Last year these orgies were carried so far 
that the police fort-e was re»|uired to quell 
the riotous tumult and the doom of these 
disgraceful scenes was sealed. Now each 
|>erson must pay, who enters the hall, 
must go through a turn-stile and must 
take his beer under the eye of the law. 
Certain old songs are no longer allowed 
and every means is taken by the authori­ 
ties to keep the festival res|iectable. 
Even now it would not be pleasant to 
wear a tall hat, and to a stranger who 
had never seen what it was my fortune, or 
misfortune, to witness in the old days, the 
assembly on the Nokerberg, on Sunday 
afternoon, with its lively music, wild 
shouts, dancings and general abandon, 
would be a revelation. People decorate 
their hats with mottoes and signs, some of 
them being very apropos, announcing 
THF. DIFFERENT STAGES OF INEBRIETY 
In which the wearer is. Tags are sold 
with these words printed on them : “ Be­ 
quest to kind friends of humanity. When 
1 am full lead me home. 
I live at No.— 
street.” 
But this is the shadiest side of Munich 
life and the words seem almost too harsh, 
for there is a kindliness so noticeable 
among all the people, and I can say a re­ 
serve or semi-respectability which, under 


the circumstances, would be impossible 
with any other nation. There are many 
other places where the best people with 
their wives and children go to drink their 
Bock o r, Salvator, and where music and 
songs of the most respectable order are 
heard, but such places lack the spice of 
novelty which is in Nokerberg, and I men­ 
tion them only that you may not have a 
one-sided picture. 
Snuff', taking is a noticeable feature in 
Bavaria and Austria, but is confined to 
certain classes which are hardly the finest, 
vet it is so common a habit that the line 
is difficult to draw, and nice old gentlemen 
of the last generation will offer you a 
friendly pinch from a neat, artistic box, 
in which, amid the tobaeco, lies a scented 
bean. The more usual manner of carrying 
snuff is in a small, flat bottle having the 
tip of a fox’s tail for a stopper. From the 
bottle the snuff' is poured on the hack or 
side of the hand in a little, conical pile, 
and with one toss taken into the abused 
nose. The soldier, the workmen, and the 
old woman at my table took snuff pro­ 
fusely, and the gentleman from Massachu­ 
setts, in a moment of quickly regretted 
brotherly feeling, tried a pinch, the effect 
of which was to send many an echo through 
the vaulted room. The old woman in the 
scarf had her ioke upon his weakness by 
asking him if lie were not sitting in the 
draught, which made us all very merry. 
5\ hen the time came for me to leave, 
according to custom here, I exchanged a 
“ God’s greeting” with all at my table ami 
went my way, pleased with myself and 
everybody else. There are other places 
than the cellars an»l beer gardens where 
the citizen may spend his holiday, and first 
among these many beautiful walks in the 
English Garden, which lies along the Isar, 
here divided into three streams. 
THE ENGLISH GARDEN 
Ought to lie a point of pride to us from 
over the sea, and it. ought properly to l>e 
called the Ameriean Garden, for its exist­ 
ence is due to the genius of Benjamin 
Thompson, who was a native of Wood- 
burn, Massachusetts. I could find no one 
in Munich who knew his story nor could I 
find it in any book, and so must trust to 
my memory to recall what an old lady in 
Concord, N. Y., once told me. 
Benjamin Thompson was at first a school­ 
master is his native town, later he moved 
to Concord, New Hampshire, which then 
bore the name of Rumford. In Concor»! 
he married a widow named Rolfe, and the 
house where they lived is, or was in 1SS0, 
spill standing. He entered the army anil 
was rapidly advanced on account of his 
merit and having superseded some British 
officers he ’oecame the object of their jeal­ 
ous persecution, which finally cause»i his 
resignation. He was a man of greit scien­ 
tific learning, and is famed for hfe ex|>eri- 
mente with heat. Going to Munich he 
attracted the attention of the King, who 
maiie him one of his Ministers, and in­ 
trusted to him the revision and arrange­ 
ment of the Bavarian army. He was 
ennobled and given ihe title of Count of 
Rumford. Tbp fine streets in many parts 
of Munich are »lue to his energy. His 
name is everywhere to be seen, and a 
bronze statue to his honor stands in the 
Maximillian street. The park was called 
English Garden in his honor, also, and 
thus is the old, and by us forgotten, name 
which first was borne by the little village 
on the Merrimac perpetuated in far-awav 
Bavaria by an everlasting monument. 
The Count of Rumford diet), I believe, 
in the early part of this century in I’aris, 
and left a daughter wh»>se family still 
lives in Antenil.

• IN THE GRAVEYARDS AT MUNICH ’ 
Are the dead houses, beautiful but mourn­ 
ful sights in the midst of the merry city. 
In these houses, which are faced by ar­ 
cades and have glass fronts, are ^arranged 
among flowers and candles the bodies of 
the dead. Each lies in his open »»ffin 
with his face exposed to all who chose to 
look; upon the finger of each is a ring 
attached to a cord which communicates 
with a bell in the room of the custodian, 
and thus any movdtaent which would an­ 
nounce the return of life is made known 
and the horrors of premature burial are 
prevented. At first this public exposure 
of all that is held dear and sacred by the 
many mourning hearts, gives a shock, but 
the quiet lieauty of the spot, the reverence 
of the onlookers and the usually peaceful 
faces of the dead soon lead one to view the 
strange custom from a better side which 
brings us nearer together as of one family. 
Then among the flowers where the 
children lie, dressed in white and with 
candles by them; just as I saw the first 
communicants this morning beginning the 
battle of life, so these little ones enter 
eternal rest with the same symbols of 
purity. So many little taces, it is hard to 
tell them from the flowers, they peep out 
here and there like the holy cherubim in 
F'ra Angelico’s pictures. 
These lovely 
blossoms were gathered early; it was not 
for them to learn the pleasures or the sins 
of their merry birthplace. 
But away outside a military band is 
playing, children are selling primroses and 
violets while happy women are displaying 
their Easter bonnets, which they cannot 
keep a week longer. The sun is warm 
and everybody is joyful, while from many 
lips comes the words of Munich's favorite 
song, as the band plays. 
“As long as aged Peter on Peter’s Place shall 
stand, 
As long as the green Isar rolls over the Munich 
sand. 
As long as in the Platzel we Hofbranhaus can 
spy. 
So long will the good nature of Munich uever 
die”.

U nited States M ails. 
In W ashington’s administration the 
Postmaster-General had but one clerk. 
There- were only seventy-five po6toffiees 
and 1,875 miles of post roads in the United 
States. The cost of the mail transporta­ 
tion was $22,081, the total revenue $37,­ 
935, the total ex(>enditure $32,140, leaving 
a surplus of $5,795. 
Ex-Postmaster-Gen­ 
eral Thomas L. James, in the current 
number of Scribnefs shows as follows the 
remarkable growth of our postal service: 
In 1888 Postmaster-Géneral Barry pointed 
out the importance of utilizing the rail­ 
roads in mail transportation. 
He pre­ 
dicted that the mail would in course of 
time lie carried from Washingfon to New 
York in sixteen hours. 
The service is 
now jierformed 
in about five hours. 
Postmaster-General Kendall proposed that 
if \Sheels could be ’constructed which 
could be used alike on railroads and on 
streets of ciries, the mail between Wash­ 
ington and Baltimore could l>e taken di­ 
rect to the postofficcs of those two cities 
over the Baltimore and Ohio road. The 
present railway mail service was not in­ 
augurated until 1864, when it was begun 
by Colonel Armstrong,, authorized and 
encouraged by Postmaster-General Mont­ 
gomery Blair, the original idea being 
that of W. A. Davis, of the St. Joseph, 
Mo., postoffice. The development that it 
has reacheif is shown in the fact that in 
1888 the 5,094 railway postal clerks trav­ 
eled 123,798,753 miles, distributed 6,528,­ 
172,060 pieces of ordinary mail matter, 
and handled 16,001.059 registered pack­ 
ages, and over a million through pouches 
aud sacks. 
The biggest barometer on the continent 
is being made for the Georgia Technologi­ 
cal School at Atlanta. The tube is to be 
twenty feet long, with a diameter of 
three inches. Sulphuric acid will be used 
in the tube.

of West Point. Hood was enabled to hold 
this long line by the favor of Governor

ground and the form and extent of his 
works concealed his weak points. 
Sherman’s oannonade, with Hood’s 
thunders in reply, was something awful— 
it was fearfully grand. To the citizens of 
Atlanta it was an ordeal such as the 
imagination of a Dante might conjure or 
conaeive when attempting to describe the 
vengence iff a just but pitiless God ; or the 
woe to come when Gabriel sounds the last 
roll-call, when worms in the earth, birds 
in the air, fishes in the sea, beasts in the 
forest, reptiles in clefts and caves, and all 
mankind, and earth and hell, and heaven 
halt, trembling and aghast, to hear aud 
comprehend the crack of doom. Day after 
day, and day and night, the measureless 
roar continued. 
W ith Hood's artillery 
added to Sherman’s, more than 300 can­ 
nons, nuwy of them rifled ordinance, fed 
the volume of concussion that terrified 
Atlanta, shook the earth and reverberated 
along the neighboring hills. 
From the 
black puzzles and smoking months of 
more than 250 pieces a Hood of fire and an 
iron hail was poured upon the beleaguered 
city. In the town, beyond the fortifica­ 
tions, all was chaos. In every direction 
the lurid tongues of flame leaped up, de­ 
noting where red-hot shot and the hissing 
fragments of bursting and bursted bombs 
_ had fired the city. The streets, envel­ 
oped in smoke by day and reddened by the 
glare of flames by night, were soon 
choked and disfigured by the debris of 
falling and destroyed structures. Yonder, 
heaped up and covering half a bfock, 
scowled 
the battered fragments of a 
factory. 
Here, wretched and distorted, 
lay the wreck of a mill. There, running 
the whole length of a side street, yawneil 
the huge ruins of a foundry—the street 
adjacent filled with an uneven ridge of 
broken bricks and crumbled mortar—once 
the great tall, towering smoke-stack, the 
pride of the towr. and a landmark to be 
seen from the distant mountains. 
On 
either side of this ridge of ruin a swath of 
destruction appeared—the flotsam and 
jetsam , of dwellings—homes of poor 
work-jieople, crushed by the tall chimney 
in its fall. About those ruins few men 
were to he seen, and they aged and infirm, 
but women and children were there. 
They knew not where else to be. Moved 
by the same instinct that moves a beast 
they hovered around the spot where on»» 
they ate, slept and had their being. The 
spot, be it cabin or castle, made holy and 
consecrate by the word—home ! 
In the debris, where once stood the cot­ 
tage of a workman, a sort of cave-like 
opening had been made, sheltered in front 
by a few charred boards that leaned against 
the ridge of the wreck. Here crouched a 
woman, her head and feet bared to the ele­ 
ments and her long black hair, tangled and 
matted, falling about her like the unkempt 
mane of an animal. She had a babe at 
breast, and around her, tugging convul­ 
sively at her rags and tatters, four little 
ones whined and quarreled. 
None of 
these had yet reached nine years of age, 
and one was wholly and the rest nearly 
naked. The woman was yet young, at 
feast in the prime of her years, and dimly 
still might be traced in her form and fea­ 
tures the fact that she was once fair to look 
upon. But now, alas! She was gaunt, 
shriveletl, wild-eved, sallow and sullen— 
yea, savage. Anamalized by terror and 
suffering, she was living testimony in favor 
of the theory of Pythagoras. Cowering in 
the cave she had fashioned from the ruins 
of her home—fashioned for her young on 
the sj>ot where they were born—the glare 
of her eyes, the harsh and sudden snap of 
her voice, her shrinking from sun and air, 
together with a ceasele-is twitching of the 
drawn and rigid lines about her mouth, 
and the restive but furtive movements of 
her body, reminded one of a she wolf with 
her whelps. 
Meanwhile the cannonade roared on. 
W hat was the destruction of a workman’s 
home to the cannonade? Was it not its 
duty to destroy ? W hat the whining of 
naked and famished children ? Did it not 
roar that they might weep? W hat, to the 
cannonade, was the dumb despair that 
brutalized a woman ? Was uot its brazen 
throat formed to destroy, to butcher, to 
brutalize ?

So the cannonade roared on. Death ran 
riot and destruction reveled. Woe to At­ 
lanta ! The fetid fumes of multiplying 
fires oozed abroad and filled her streets 
till the heat of burning blocks, added to 
that of a Georgian August, with accumu­ 
lating dust and smoke and cinders, ren­ 
dered the atmosphere almost as thick and 
noxious as it once was in the streets of 
Herculaneum 1S00 years l>efore. 
Woe to Atlanta! Woe to those who 
had accurst her. Heavy, indeed, fell the 
hand of retribution; and it fell heaviest 
of all upon the poor. For, triumph who 
may, the poor must sutler. The rich may 
lose, but the poor—having nothing to 
lose—can only suffer. The rich may atone 
in gold, or by the loss of power—of caste, 
hut the poor must atone in blood and 
tears. So it was during the terrible bom­ 
bardment. The rich and powerful flew to 
the casemates and bomb-proofs, of to 
covers carefully prepared, where, safe from 
bodilv harm %nd well fed, they were 
haunted only by the disaster hovering 
over their cause, the fear of losing pelf 
and power, and the poignant consciousness

FARM AND ORCHARD. 


THE ESSENTIALS 
FOR 
GOOD CROPS. 
MAKING 


A m ong th e P o u ltry —Cows a n d B u t­ 
te r M a k in g — G en eral 
F a rm Notes. 


A farmer writes as follows on the essen­ 
tials of m aking good crops: 
In the m aking of good crops three 
things are essential. 
These are a good 
soil thoroughly prepared; good seed care­ 
fully planted in good season, and thorough 
cultivation given at the proper time. The 
growth and yield of the crops are largely 
dependent upon these three items, and the 
failure of either one will affect the yield 
to a greater or less extent. 
W ith the rich 
soil the elem ents of plant growth are fur­ 
nished, the preparation places it in a good 
condition to he taken up and used by the 
growing plants, and in addition aids m ate­ 
rially to secure a better gérminíftion. 
For 
good seed planted in well-prepared soil not 
only germ inate in a shorter time, but 
there will be less of the seed that will fail 
to grow, so th a t with these conditions pro­ 
vided not only will a better germ ination 
be secured but thriftier and more vigorous 
plants will be started up. 
\\ ith these secured the next im portant 
item is thorough cultivation, given in good 
season. 
W ith vigorous, thrifty plants at 
the start, a good growth can be readily 
kept up if good cultivation is given. 
It 
must be given in good season, as the best 
grow th can be obtained only by keeping 
clean and in a good tilth. 
If’ five or six 
workings are necessary to give a good crop, 
as far as possible the first three at least 
should be given in the first four weeks 
■after the plants appear above the ground. 
If a good growth is secured from the 
start and the crop is planted in good sea­ 
son, so th at a good grow th is made, the 
plants will w ithstand a drought with more 
or less damage than when this has not 
been done, and it is possible, by securing 
this growth, to keep it up by good cultiva­ 
tion, so th a t a fair yield may be obtained, 
even in an unfavorable 
season. 
But 
neglect of either one of the essentials will 
be certain to aflect the growth and yield. 
I he quality of the seed and the manner 
of planting largely determ ines the stand, 
while the fertility of the soil and the cul­ 
tivation largely determines the growth 
and yield of the plants th a t have started 
up. 
The best yield can only be realized 
by getting a good even stand of healthy, 
vigorous plants and then keeping up a 
good growth nntil the crop is made by 
thorough cultivation. 
The 
more thor­ 
oughly these conditions are supplied the 
better the yield and th^profit. 


AMONG T H E POULTRY. 
.Just at night is the best time to set hens. 
Sulphur is not good to give the young 
chickens. 
Kerosene and lard make a good oint­ 
m ent for scaly legs. 
A fter the chickens are two or three 
weeks old they can be fed on cracked 
wheat. 
If th e eggs a re to be h a tc h e d , k eep a 
d ra k e for ev ery five du ck s, in O lder to be 
su re. 
N ever keep a 6lop hole w here the poul­ 
try can help themselves if yon expect to 
m aintain health. 
One advantage with ducks is th at they 
do not harbor lice. 
They have too much 
oil. 
Old pieces of oilcloth can be used to 
gfcod advantage as a covering for coops in 
rainy weather. 
One advantage with Pekin ducks is that 
only a low fence is needed to confine or 
keep them out. 
On the farm the laying of five dozen 
eggs ought to pay for the keeping of a hen 
yVard. 
All above this is profit. 
On the 
farm it will always pay to plant a few 
rows of sunflower seed especially for the 
poultry. 
Geese are fond of weeds, espe­ 
cially of purslane, and will often do good 
service in 
killing out and destroying 
weeds. 
Very often a few drops of turpentine 
put in the drinking water at this tim e will 
pi event thé gapes. 
If the chickens are 
already affected, a drop or two on a small 
piece of bread will cure. 
As a rule, guineas should be hatched 
under hens near the house. 
They are 
naturally r; ther wild, and this will aid 
m aterially in m aking them gentle, if the 
young guineas are kept near the house. 
Milk is a much better food for poultry 
during the summer than corn. 
Corn is 
heating and fattening, two conditions that, 
as a rule, ought to lie avoided, unless feed­ 
ing for m arket. 
The value of the m anure ahould always 
be considered in keeping poultry properly 
managed. 
It is one of the best fertilizers 
that can be had and is w ell worth the 
trouble of gathering up and storing until 
ready to use. 
Care must be taken that the nests are 
kept as free from lice as possible. 
One 
way of doing this will be to clean o u t oc­ 
casionally and substitute fresh, clean m a­ 
terial, burning up the old and using k ero ­ 
sene, carbolic acid o r sulphur to clean o u t 
the nests. 
As the w eather becomes warmer it will 
be necessary to provide good ventilation 
and the more thoroughly this is done the 
more comfortable the poultry can be kept. 
D irect drafts should, however, be avoided, 
and yet at night, during the summer time, 
care should be taken to have it as cool as 
possible. 
ARTIFICIAL BETTER. 
It will probably be news to most people 
th at the land of steady habits and wooden 
nutm egs is, with the sole exception of 
Illinois, by for the largest producer and 
consumer of artificial butter of any State in 
th e Union. 
Over six and a quarter m ill­ 
ions of pounds of oleomargarine were made 
and eaten in 
Connecticut and Rhode 
Island (forming the Connecticut Internal 
Revenue D istrict) last year, being an 
average of nearly ten pounds a year for 
every man, woman and child in the com­ 
m unity. 
There are seven factories en­ 
gaged in the production of the stuff, and 
nearly three hundred dealers licensed to 
retail it. 
All this is to lie done away 
with, so far a Connecticut laws can effect 
the purjKwe. T he bill which lately passed 
the Legislature and is now before the 
Governor for his signature prohibits both 
the m anufacture and sale of artificial but­ 
ter and cheese w ithin the lim its of the 
State. 
This will reduce the surplus rev­ 
enue of Uncle Sam $150,000 a year, and 
will also, it is presumed, dim inish the 
profits of “country board ’ in th at vicinity. 


A FOOTHILL ORCHARD. 
Mrs. 
Kmilv Robertson, who owns the 
Gould ranch, two miles west of Auburn, 
has planted tw enty acres to olives ana 
jteachee th h spring. 
She has now about 
6,000 fruit trees on the place, 1,500 of 
w hich are olives. 
Three hundred of the 
olive trees are seven years old, and have 
made a fine growth. We were shown some 
of the oil produced from these trees, 
w hich is of excellent quality. 
Among 
other plants growing about the yard are 
several bnnches of tea, which seem to l>e 
growing to perfection, although but little 
attention has been given to them. 
Re­ 
cently w hile digging a ditch through the 
yard for a water-pipe, a quartz seam was 
struck, from which a number of specimens 
were taken, that would make an old min­ 
e r’s thoughts run high up into the thou­ 
sands.— Placer Argux. 


RULES FOR BITTER-MAKING. 
In the following paragraph are con­ 
densed some rules for making butter, pub­ 
lished by the Royal A gricultural Society. 
England, which every butter-m aker will 
do well to heed : 
1. Rinse all dairy uten­ 
sils in cold water. 
2. Scald w ith hot 
w ater and rinse again w ith cold. 
3. A l­ 


ways use a therm om eter. 4. Churn and 
cream to be at a tem perature of 56° to 5S° 
in summer and 60° in winter. 
5. V enti­ 
late churn sufficiently. 
6. Churn at 40 to 
45 revolutions per minute. 
7. Stop churn­ 
ing im m ediately the butter comes. 
The 
butter should be like grains of mustard 
seed. 
8. Draw off butterm ilk and wash 
the churn till the w ater is clear and free 
from butterm ilk. 
9. Make a strong brine 
and pour into the churn through a hair 
sieve. 
10. Remove butter and work on 
butter-worker. 
Never use the hands. 


A g o o d cow. 
A good cow is flat-ribbed just back of 
the shoulders and has well-sprung ribs 
further back. 
She has broad, fiat ribs and 
so far apart th at one can lay two fingers 
between them . 
H er skin should be loose 
and flabby over the flank and h er um bili­ 
cal developm ent should be firm and strong, 
with the veins under the belly very prom­ 
inent. 
She should be broad between the 
eyes, should have a short, slightly dished 
face, and bright and prom inent eyes. 
Be­ 
sides, the poll or forehead should be Iona 
between th e horns and the eye, the neck 
should be clean and thin, the back'.one 
should lie strong, the pelvic arch high, 
the hams thin to give ample room for a 
large udder, extending well back and in 
front, one th at will be soft and flabby 
when m ilked out, and should have a three­ 
fold wedged-shaped 
form, the general 
tendency of weight being toward the 
udder, indicating power to produce rniik. 
— Rural Iforne. 


GENERAL FARM NOTES. 
Spring cleaning should apply to the 
barn and cellar as well as to the rooms of 
the house. 
A mess of cooked meat, chopped, is an 
excellent food for the hens, in order to 
promote laying. 
A bushel of land plaster per acre on the 
clover will show beneficial effects. 
On 
sandy, soil ashes are better. 
Too much corn to hones in warm weather 
will cause profuse 
perspiration. 
Oats 
should be used in preference. 
I’inks m aybe divided and planted along 
the borders. 
The beds will soon become 
thick and m atted with the plants. 
W hen you put in melons try the ieing- 
rind watermelon. 
Of canteloupes use the 
Emerald gem. 
The latter is small, but of 
excellent flavor. 
The clover field is the place for the pigs 
th at have been weaned. 
They will need 
very little other food. A mess of skimmed 
m ilk, or butterm ilk, with a small quan­ 
tity ofgronnd oats at night, will cause the 
pigs to grow rapidly, if they have the run 
of clover. 
If you have any corn fodder the sheep 
will pick it over and clean the stalks. 
If 
the fodder is bright and clean all classes of 
stock will relish it. 
If the fodder is run 
through a cutter and the stocks crushed as 
well as chopped by th e cutter, there will 
be but little waste. 
The potato beetle will attack the egg­ 
plant in preference to anything else, and 
unless such plants are carefully watched 
and the beetles picked off they will de­ 
stroy the plants in less than a day. 
To 
save th e plants they should be examined 
two or three times a day. 
W hen cultivating the ground to destroy 
grass only a few inches deep will suffice. 
One inch of soil, kbpt fine, on top, will 
serve as a mulch, and in pulverizing it the 
grassland weeds will be killed. 
Never let 
the_ ground become hard and crusty, if 
there is a probability of a dry season. 
D uring heavy rains the soluble m atter 
of the m anure heap will be carried away. 
It is the most valuable portion. 
H ave the 
manure heap over a pit, or dish the ground 
in the center, so th at the liquid will not 
flow away. 
A Southern cultivator says the most 
salable sweet potato is one th at is short' 
and thick, ana it is to produce these that 
you plow shallow and make flat hill 
ridges, so th at as the potatoes grow they 
will reach the hard soil and be checked in 
their downward growth, and will develop 
thickness. 
* 
There is as much art in the work of im­ 
proving the drones of a hive of as to en­ 
deavor to secure better queens. 
Some 
swarms of bees are too inbred to endure 
hard winters. 
In the natural condition 
bees are hardy, but when their care is in 
the hands of the bee-keeper, his jndgm en; 
is im portant, and he can do much to add 
vigor to the swarms. 
Land th at has grown much clover seed 
is-not good for a strawberry patch. 
It is 
good for almost any other fajín crop for 
which clover is either harmless or a valu­ 
able manure. 
But among strawberries 
clover is one of the worst of weeds, and for 
this reason it is not best to sow gypsum or 
land plaster on the strawberry patch lest it 
cause too great an intrusion of clover. 
There is no root th a t is better for milch 
cows than the parsnip. 
It is largely 
grown on the islands of Jersey, and fe ‘cl­ 
ing with it for successive generations has 
probably had much to do with developing 
the butter-m aking qualities of the Jersey 
breed of cows. 
The parsnip is less difficult 
to keep clear of weeds than the carrot, and 
is fully as good, if not better, cropped on 
deep, rich soil. 
The produ1 tion of wool in India, Cen­ 
tral Asia and China is estimated at 300,­ 
000,000 i>ounds. 
A ustralia and New Zea­ 
land possess 75,000,000 sheep, producing 
200,000,000 pounds of wool, worth §114,­ 
160,000. 
La P lata possesses 100,000,000 
sheep, producing 50,000 tons of wool, worth 
$4,840,000. 
Europe [«assesses 200,000,000 
sheep, yielding 400,000,000 pounds of wool. 
It is estim ated th at between 40,000,000 
and 50,000,000 pound* of maple sugar, or 
its equivalent in syrup, is made in the 
I'nited States each year. 
The editor of Hoards Dairyman, in an­ 
swer to a query about the average tem per­ 
ature of •spring and weH water in N orth­ 
ern and W estern States, says: 
“ I t is a 
rare one th at is below 4-5 degrees. 
Most of 
them will average 50° or ahove.” 
The capital required-for beginning m ar­ 
ket-gardening in the vicinity of any large 
city shonld not be less than $300 per acre 
for anything less than 10 acres. 
The first 
year rarely pays more than current ex­ 
penses, and the capital of $300 per acre is 
all absorbed in horses, wagons, imple­ 
ments, sashes, manures, seeds, etc. 
If the 
capital be insufficient to procure these 
properly, the chances of success are cor­ 
respondingly diminished. 
Above all, be 
careful not to attem pt the cultivation of 
more land than your capital and exjieri- 
ence can proparly manage. 
More men are 
stranded, both on the farm and garden, in 
attem pting to cultivate too much, perhaps, 
than from any other cause. 
The question as to the proper classifica­ 
tion of beans under the tari ft was involved 
in the case of Robertson, Collector, vs. 
Solomon et al., decided recently by the 
Supreme Court of :he United States. The 
record of the case discloses a singular dif­ 
ference of opinion regarding the proper 
classification. 
The Collector levied duty 
on the beans at the rate of 20 per cent, on 
llie ground th at they were garden seed. 
The C ircu it A ourt of the U nited States 
for frie Soutlwrn D istrict of New York 
held th at they should be adm itted free 
of duty, as seed not otherwise provided 
for. 
The Suprem e Court of the United 
States reaches still another conclusion, 
holding th at they were vegetables, and as 
such dutiable at ten per cent, ad valorem. 
The Court said th at although beans are 
often planted as seeds, yet their principal 
use is an an article of food, and they should 
therefore be classed as vegetables.

blessings changed into a curse. 
And so 
housekeeping, the proper th in g for all 
m arried people, may be made a failure in 
given instances. 
It can not lie a failure on 
the whole unless all family life shall prove 
to be a failure. 
M arriage w ithout housekeeping is a hy­ 
brid of modern invention, which is about 
equal to life without a home. 
It is true 
m any m arried people board and claim to 
find pleasure therein, but th at show» an 
abnormal taste 
which 
has 
grown up 
through lack of knowledge ol anything 
better. 
But, then, it cannot be denied th at some 
wives are unfit to preside over a home. 
They do not know how to make good 
bread, or properly broil a beefsteak, or put 
together the ingredients of a pudding, and 
so their cooking upsets and deranges the 
digestive organs, breeds, dyspepsia and bil­ 
iousness, and lays the foundation for m ak­ 
ing the husband a sinner beyond the power 
of divine grace to prevent it. 
There is 
also a wastefulness th at spends money to 
no profit in the line of comfort, and a lack 
of tidiness which destroys all attractive­ 
ness of home surroundings. 
8nch home- 
keeping is unquestionably a failure, and a 
failure often because the wife was never 
taught or trained in better ways. 
The 
real difficulty dates back to a former gen­ 
eration, and, therefore, cannot be corrected 
in the present. 
But there is no reason 
why this lack of training should go down 
to curse the next generation. 
All girls 
mav be trained and should be trained by 
skillful teachers in, all the arts of house­ 
keeping, and no more hopeful or helpful 
move has been made than th at of our city 
ladies, who are opening a training-school 
for this very purpose. 
The only danger is 
that they will not make it broad enough 
to take in all of the girLs in the city and 
'.he surrounding country. 


The idea of this school seams to be to 
train such girls as n-ust earn their living 
by house-work, so th at they may obtain 
good situations and their employers re­ 
ceive ia return good work. 
This is well 
so far as it goes, but no housewife can tell 
when work is properly done unless she 
herself knows how it ought to be d e n e ; 
and she cannot know this unless she ha* 
been trained to do it. 
No trade or pro­ 
fession in the land requires more skill, 
good judgment and sound common sense 
than dees housekeeping; and'vet, while a 
man must learn his trade or profession be­ 
fore he r considered fit to practice it, a 
woman is put to housekeeping without 
any real knowledge of its requirem ents or 
skill in doing it. 
This is all wrong. 
P ut 
all girls through a thorough course of 
training in every • departm ent of house­ 
’ keeping, w hether they are to be mistresses 


keeping will be solví 
questioi 
ed.—-V. T .Star.

CREAK FOR THE LADIES. 


Cosm etics 
Not W h at 
They Seem —Im ­ 
m ense Profits to D ealers. 
[Chicago Herald.] 
“ Cosmetics ” was the topic of an inter­ 
esting paper read by Professor A lbert E. 
Ebert, President of the Illinois Board of 
Pharm acy, at the annual m eeting of the 
W oman's Physiological Institute in Chi-'' 
cago. 
The Professor laid out before his 
hearers a small drug store stock of cosmet­ 
ics, consisting of a box or a bottle of al­ 
most every noted make, and then proceeded 
to tell what they were made of, and what 
they actually cost, and what they sold for 
at retail, proving that the’ whole business 
was an outrageous swindle as regards price, 
to say nothing of palm ing off on a confid­ 
ing public as an innocent and harmless 
lotion or powder, a nostrum made of dan­ 
gerous and luirtlul drugs. 
The component 
parts of the most widely known face pow­ 
ders are chalk, starch, magnesia, bismuth 
and oxide of zinc, some of them being a 
combination of two or more ingredients, 
w hile others, and by long odds the most of 
them, are nothing but French chalk pure 
and'simple. 
W hat the Professor said was 
not so much of a condemnation of the use 
of cosmetics as it was an explanation of 
the swindles practiced by manufacturers. 
“H iere are 10,000o" these preparations,” 
he said, “and one firm alone in this city 
lists 4,000 ol them. 
Then he read seven 
simple formulas aud gave the names of a j 
half-dozen elements, and said th at every 
compound sold, under whatever name, ¡ 
contained nothing he had not named. 
"This little pot,” he said, holding up a 
“cream,” “has at present a wonderful repu­ 
tation on the strength of the secret for­ 
mula, saici to have been the secret of a 
famous Frenchwoman’s beauty. 
W hat is 
it? 
Uorumon zinc oxide ground in equal 
parts of water and glycerine and perfumed 
with rose. 
I will give you the formula,” 
and he did so. 
“It has a pretty ribbon 
about it and sells for $1 50, or §18 a dozen. 
W hat does it cost? 
Ten cents.” 
Then he 
showed the ladies w hat they were buying 
when they purchased another cream of 
wide reputation. 
“Yon pay §1 50 for it. 
It is a pretty bottle and holds eight 
ounces; seven of them are pure water, the | 
other is calomel. 
Cost of calomel for a 
dozen bottles, 35 cents; cost of bottles, 25 
cents; filling and corking, C cents; total, 
66 cents; retail, §18.” 
Magnesia, the Professor stated, is not 
nearly so commonly 
used as is generally- 
supposed ; it is too Huffy and lacks adhering 
properties. 
One name for a face powder 
is “ Hake w hite,” and if a lady goes into a 
drug store asking for th at article she gets 
nothing but the ordinary w hite lead, made 
from zinc. 
In chalk lim éis a predom inat­ 
ing feature and can not help but be injuri­ 
ous to the skin. H e produced a box of pop­ 
ular powder th at sold at retail nt§ l 50, and 
then said it w ;l« nothing but French chalk, 
pure and simple, and th at one cent would 
he an extortionate price for the amoumt 
contained in the box. 
H e was very sar­ 
castic over the recommendations 
from 
noted chemists and printed on the labelsand 
over the testimonials from actresses and 
singers, and while on this subject elicited 
a laugh as he mentioned the name of a 
well-known and popular down-town clergy­ 
man. 
“ The danger arising from the use of cos­ 
metics,’’"said the doctor, “ is greatly over­ 
drawn. 
P'ace preparations have a legiti­ 
m ate use, And properly used are no more 
harm ful than perfumes. 
Zinc, when pres­ 
ent in powders, possesses some curative 
powers, and bismuth is only slightly inju­ 
rious. 
The principal trouble is the con­ 
tinued application of powders and the 
stopping up of the capillaries of the face. 
Most face powders are only zinc, bism uth, 
magnesia and chalk. 
Lead and mercury 
seldom enter into them. 
These are more 
frequently found in washes, which get their 
only m erit from the glycerine or oil in 
which the elements are ground. 
In all of 
them there is no difierence except as to 
name.” 
Ifr. E bert has some figures which showed 
th at §62,000,000 was spent in America 
each year for cosmetics, of w hich $25,000,- 
OoO, was invested in advertising, and th at 
the rem ainder, $37,000,000, was profit.

VICIOUS JOURNALISM. 


T he San Francisco Bulletin says with 
vigor anti an incisivness that is inspiring; 
T h at elem ent w hich patronizes a newspaper 
because it is devoted to th e business of pander­ 
ing to depraved tastes, never lias and never c an 
establish a public jo u rn al on solid business 
ground. Its tem porary success is m aintained 
by a.sort of galvanism . 
In the long run it is 
seen"th a t the elem ent th at patronizes it is not in 
the m ajority. It is not even a prosperous ele­ 
m ent. * * * W hile, therefore, it is true th at 
th ere is always a m inority in every large com- 
m uuity th a t will prefer a corrupt new spaper to 
an honest one, th a t m inority is continually sub­ 
ject to disintegration. It cannot give w hat it 
does not possess. As loeg as there is a vicious ele­ 
m ent in the com m unity there will be a vicious 
school of journalism to pander to it. But it is 
an error to suppose th at it constitutes a valuable 
constituency. 
It is alw ays a m inority and a 
losing one. 
' 
All such expressions are gems of crys­ 
tallized truth. 
As w ithout labor there is 
no true excellence, so without worth there 
is not possible to be attained any true 
newspaper 
prosperity 
or success. 
The 
highways of tim e are dotted with the 
graves of .vicious journalism . 
The sensa­ 
tional, vitriol-throw ing, sensibility-wound, 
ing and character-assailing sheets, sooner 
or later, but surely, w ither before the m er­ 
ciless judgm ent of public opinion. 
They 
may prate and preach as they will about 
the demand of the public taste for the 
vulgar, the truth is th a t demand is of the 
m inority as the Bulletin well says, and it is 
never a loyal clientele. 
If the demand is 
to excuse the offense then the procuress 
aud the publisher of libidinous books 
can successfully defend against assaults 
upon 
their 
nefarious 
business. 
The 
demand for vulgar, unclean and debas­ 
ing 
newspapers 
not 
only 
does 
not 
justify them, 
but 
is a strong 
reason 
why they should not exist. 
No influence 
ever yet rose to perm anent prosperity upon 
the woes of its creation, or reached and 
m aintained a commanding position by 
treading out the decencies, amenities and 
rights of hum anity; and this the sensa­ 
tional press does. 
I t fattens upon the mis­ 
fortunes of others ; it assumes the charac­ 
ter of public executioner, and inspires the 
abhorrence inseparable from the office. 
"When men made thesteps th at lifted them 
above the brute, they tc-ased to prey upon 
each other; but such as retain the brutal 
instinct must expect, and certainly will re­ 
ceive from public sentim ent the reward 
th a t is the due of the brute. 
Thepander- 
ers to vicious tastes and demoralizing 
appetites may flourish for a time, but they 
will find their level as surely as the waters 
of the earth seek theirs. 


T h e death of Bishop, the “mind-reader,” 
or as some will have it, the ultra-sensitive 
muscle reader; the demaud of the medical 
scientists of the country that hypnotism 
shall be placed under the surveillance of 
the law and forbidden to those not skilled 
in medical science, have awakened a great 
deal of interest in the hypnotic problem. 
It is now agreed, alike by American and 
European physicians of all schools, that 
liypnotism cannot be ignored ; th at it de­ 
mands scientific supervision and research 
and control, and th at physicians must 
fam iliarize them-elves with it. 
They go 
a good deal farther, and on both sides of 
the water arc insisting th at government 
shall take cognizance of it and provide 
against its misuse. 
It is now conceded 
th at the hypnotic suggestion may lead to 
the involuntary commission of crime on 
the part of the “subject,” and proofs are 
adduced of some very startling crimes hav­ 
ing been committed under its influence 
T his being true, we can readily under­ 
stand the force of the demand for the 
the legislative interference asked for. But 
we very much doubt the efficacy of any 
remedy proposed by law. 
If hypnotic 
suggestion is all that is claimed for it, 
then it is impossible for the law to reach 
the offender, 
lie can so conceal his work 
th at by none of the proofs that are usually 
sufficient to establish th e -tru th , can the 
operator be reached. H ypnotic suggest ion 
is not new ; indeed the exercise of the in ­ 
fluence, by which some men have been 
able to control others, has been recognized 
from the earliest time. 
There never has 
been devised legal remedy for its control, 
nor do we believe that there can be. 
The 
most th at can be done, probably, is to for- 
bid^iublic hypnotic exhibitions, and mere 
experim ents for amusement, on the ground 
th a t 
serious 
mental 
injury 
or per­ 
m anent dethronem ent of the reason is 
liable to result. 
A wise thing for the 
scientists to do- would be to so energize 
th eir researches th a t scientific remedy for 


the evil one can be applied by victims in 
resistance to the hypnotic suggestion. 


W h il e th e American exhibition at the 
Paris Exposition is not likely to make a 
large showing, the art section, it is ad­ 
m itted, saves our pride from hum iliation. 
In all the other departm ents the exhibits 
are broken upon into classifications. Thus 
the American exhibits must be looked for 
in the departm ents of machinery, inven­ 
tion, fine arts, manufacture, education, 
textile fabrics, products of wood, agricult­ 
ure, commerce, arms, electricity, etc. This 
will unquestionably make the Exposition 
very much more satisfactory to examiners, 
more useful to the world and will secure 
for it decidedly better results. 
B ut it is 
not conducive to national vanity on the 
part of any group of exhibitors. 
W hen 
it comes to the art gallery, however, no 
other grouping is possible, w ith satisfac­ 
tion, than by nations, since these in the 
main represent schools. 
Our art exhibits 
are numerous, and are said to reflect great 
credit upon American artists. 
B ut it is 
also true th at the subjects are not so 
strikingly American as to make the ex­ 
hibit rem arkable and attractive for that 
reason. 
This is to be regretted very 
much. 
It was possible to have sent to 
Paris paintings th at would have presented 
the most striking and varied landscape 
and typical features of our vast expanse 
of territory. 
Such an exhibition could 
have been supplemented also w ith fine art 
representations of our architecture, our 
cities and villages, our farms, orchards, 
vineyards, etc. 
For it is true th at some 
of the very best results of the labor of 
American artists have been obtained in 
these directions. 
The immense value of 
such an exhibition in the art departm ent 
would have been well nigh incalculable.

E very one at all conversant w ith the 
ways of publishers of cyclo|ia-dias is fam il­ 
iar w ith their quarrels, and the critical 
watchfulness w ith which they lie in wait 
for one another. 
No error into w hich one 
falls escapes the eye of his rival, nor is the 
world for a moment kept in ignorance of 
the discovery. 
As a rule, not much atten­ 
tion is paid to this wrangling, the reading 
public being content to take very niufh 
with which the eyelopa dists charge each 
other, w ith a broad m argin of allowance. 
A recent blunder on the part of one of the 
foreign publishers of a famous encyclo­ 
pedia has, however, given their American 
competitors an opportunity th at they can 
make much of, if so disposed. 
The for­ 
eign work in a recent edjjion has a lengthy 
article on “ war,” in which it is gravely 
asserted th a t in th e American Rebellion 
the cavalry forces of the Union army went 
through V irginia on bicycles and tricycles. 
The absurdity of this statem ent is provo­ 
cative of laughter. 
The bicycle and tri­ 
cycle did not become known in America 
until several years after the close of the 
war. 
W e did have the old velocipede, but 
the idea of Sheridan, or Custer, or Stone- 
man charging through the South on the 
velocipede regardless of hills, and the rtd 
mud of the proverbially bad roads of the 
region, is som ething th at justifies uproarous 
m irth. 


T h e Chinese Government has instructed 
its M inister at W ashington to enter its 
protest against the haste with which the 
Scott exclusion hill was passed. 
The Gov­ 
ernm ent of the E m pire can be granted 
th at much of consolation w ithout any at­ 
trition to our pride. 
As a m atter of fact, 
the bill was passed with scandalous haste, 
and in a m anner not at all creditable to 
the A m erican Government. 
In the heat 
of a political campaign, it was projected 
w ithout any real intention of being trans­ 
formed into law—so far as the intent of its 
authors was concerned. 
B ut it was seized 
upon and turned against the party that 
invoked it for a political use, and meeting 
the sentim ent of the people half way, it 
was carried by its force and by shrewd po­ 
litical management, upon the statute books. 
Now being affirmed by the tribunal of last 
resort, there is an end of the m atter. 
T he 
Chinese G overnm ent proposes no 
other resistance to the demand for ex­ 
clusion of its subjects from the U nited 
Slates than a formal protest against the 
haste of the passage of the A ct in the 
miost of diplom atic consideration of the 
ubject. 
T hat much can lie conceded to it- 


T h e Albany Journal declares, w ith em ­ 
phasis, th at ballot reform is the one and over­ 
shadowing issue in the Em pire State, and 
will continue to be until som ething is ac­ 
complished in the way of putting an end to 
intamous practices th at prostitute the bal­ 
lot to the basest of uses, and th at defeat the 
expressed will of the people at the polling 
booth. 
The same may be said of the whole 
U nited States—ballot reform and ju ry 
correction are two subjects to which the 
thought of the people is now directed," and 
it means th at something will be accom­ 
plished. 
It must be, unless the scheme of 
the Republic is to fail. 
The jury-briber 
and the bribed, the vote buyer and seller, 
and the m anipulator of the ballot-box, are 
to go, and to rem ain away. 
The senti­ 
ment th at has been so inert upon these 
subjects is to be vitalized, and refined, and 
quickened into purifying activity. 
Thfe 
end of free institutions is not to be de­ 
termined and the date fixed by the spirit of 
venality. If we believed that there was to 
be no remedy for submission to these in­ 
fluences, we could predict the downfall of 
self-government w ithin a half a decade of 
the hour of its dissolution. 


T h e Philadelphia Record, which is in 
close sym pathy with tj^c only party from 
which Governor H ill of New York can 
possibly receive a Presidential nomination, 
declares th at by his veto of the Saxton 
ballot reform bill the Governor has lost 
the last opportunity he had of becoming 
a Presidential nominee. 
It goes so far as 
to denounce the veto as “an indecent ex- 
jwsure of political profligacy.” 
From the 
Record this is very strong language and in­ 
dicates to some extent what the popular 
demand for ballot reform is. 
The Louis­ 
ville Courier-Journal, also a party friend of 
Governoi H ili, declares in its issue of the 
16th, th a t “the idea of certain political 
leaders in New York seems to be th at the 
ballot is an article of merchandise and 
they are for free trade in ballots. 
Hence 
their opposition to ballot reform; hence 
the veto of the Saxton bill.” 
I,et the poli­ 
ticians of the country look to their rig­ 
ging, for there certainly is gathering a 
storm th at will have no party color, and 


T h e City of Paris has lowered her own 
rem arkable record of her first trip, having 
on a second trial crossed the A tlantic in 
five days and twenty-two hours.

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SELF-DEFENSE ALLEGED. 


BILLINGS TELLS WHY HE KILLED 
FRANCIS LIGHTHALL. 


H e Says th at D eceased F irst A s­ 
sau lted H im W ith a M urder­ 
ous W eapon—E tc 


On the reassembling of Judge Armstrong's 
Court yesterday morning, Otis Billings, 
son of the defendant, resumed his testi­ 
m ony in the B illings-Lighthall m urder 
case. 
H e said that after some prelim ­ 
inary words regarding the removal of hay 
from the premises young Lighthall first 
opened hostilities by snatching a binding- 
stake from the wagon and assaulting the 
defendant 
D aring the 
scuffle young 
Lighthall seized a piece of scantling and 
was in the act of striking the defendant 
when the latter shot him . After the body 
of the deceased had been carried into the 
house the elder Lighftrall followed witness 
and his father out into the yard and said 
they were not to blame for his son's death. 
The defendant had been intending to go 
for a surgeon, but. when told that young 
L ighthall was dead he said he would go to 
the Sheriffs office and surrender himself. 
W hen the fight occurred the defendant 
held the lines of the team in one hand 
while defending bim seif with the other. 
W itness declared that neither him self nor 
his lather, the defendant, first struck the 
Lighthalls. 
The latter assaulted them , 
and they had to defend themselves. 
1 
Cross-examined. — There 
were 
other 
horses on the place besides those of the de­ 
fen d an t; the Lighthalls collected some of 
the money for their pasturage. 
Under 
the lease they were entitled to one-third. 
W hen the lease was signed Mr. H ildreth 
was down the river, but returned in Jan u ­ 
ary. 
On one occasion there was nobody 
on the place ; that was one day in January. 
The hay in the barn was used bv the Light­ 
halls for their horses. The kev to the barn 
was sometimes in the possession of the de­ 
fendant, aud at others was held by the 
Lighthalls. There were no hard feelings 
between the defendant and the Lighthalls 
when they parted on the Tuesday preced­ 
ing the difficulty. The Lighthalls owed 
the defendant for Jiouse rent, wood, etc. 
They uact sow e swine on the place, and 
were to deliver everything up for the sum 
of »125. 
W itness did not know w hether a 
settlem ent on this basis had been ratified ; 
it was the proposition of the Lighthalls! 
On the Monday preceding the shootiDg the 
Lighthalls came to the defendant’s house 
in the city and asked for the chestnut team 
—the one they had purchased—in order to 
rem ove their things from the ranch. They 
were to deliver up everything, and after 
moving away were to call on defendant 
and have a settlement. They brought a 
note from their lawyer, Mr. Anderson, but 
witness was not aware of its conlenls. W it­ 
ness repeated that the elder Lighthall came 
to the defendant after ihe killing, and told 
the latter that he did not blame him . 
The 
deceased was advancing upon defendant 
with a raised club when shot. 
After the 
first shot the deceased dropped the round 
Stick he had raised, and picked up a piece 
of scantling and continued to advance. 
W hen the elder Lighthall told defendant 
he was not to blame tor the killing his 
m anner was friendly. 
W itness could not 
see that Lighthall showed any emotion. 
W hile witness and the elder Lighthall were 
carrying the wounded m an to the house, 
Lighthall taid he did not blame witness 
for what had occurred. 
W itness here re-told his story of the 
tragedy and the circumstances " leading 
thereto. 
The Lighthalls objected to de­ 
fendant removing any hay from the barn. 
The latter asked, "This is my barn and my 
hay, isn’t it ? ’ 
Lighthall said it ‘‘didn't 
m ake any difference whose barn or hay 
it was." 
Defendant should not take the 
hay unless he a:id witness were better men 
than they (the Lighthalls). The first to 
take a stick from the wagon was young 
L'ghthall, who assaulted the defendant. 
W itness was on the opposite side of the 
wagon. 
The elder Lighthall assaulted de­ 
fendant with his fist just as the deceased 
also struck him with his club. After that 
the elder Lighthall grabbed a stick from 
the wagon. Then witness jum ped across 
the wagon and the elder Lighthall assaulted 
him . 
The defendant continued to hold 
on to the lines with his left hand. 
Young 
Lighthall was right opposite defendant 
when the latter shot. 
H e fell about the 
m iddle of where the wagon had stood. He 
did net fall until after the horses had run 
away. 
After the Lighthalls had given up 
the place witness found under a manger in 
the barn the piece of 3cantling with which 
young Lighthall had assaulted the de­ 
fendant. 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 
Otis Billings, recalled, stated that he saw 
a letter from Major Anderson, received by 
his father alter tfie latter was in 'ja il. Saw 
no other letter from Mr. Anderson. 
L. X Billings, the defendant, was next 
called. Know L. O. Lighthall and knew 
Francis I). Lighthall, deceased. Remember 
the lease introduced in evidence, and am the 
party who signed it. That was the only 
lease from witness to F rauds D. Lighthall. 
W itness then proceeded to state w hat oc­ 
curred between him self and Francis Lighf- 
hall, on the 22d of February last, a week 
before the tragedy. The latter saiil he 
would surrender the place, with everything 
thereon, and that witness should pay him 
$125 when the p'ace was vacated. 
Witness 
took the unpaid-for team to his place in 
town. 
Returned to the ranch with his son 
en the following day, and Francis Light­ 
hall assisted in repairing a fence. The 
Monday following L. O. Lighthall and his 
son came to witness’ house and &,ked for 
the team to remove their things from the 
ranch. 
Asked the elder Lighthall if the 
latter’s son had explained to hifn the na­ 
ture of the settlem ent, and be said he bad. 
W itness said he conld not let the team go. 
but coaid the next day. The next day went 
to the ranch, accompanied by his son. to re­ 
move the furniture of Lighthall. Found 
L. 0 . Lighthall and the H ildreth family 
on the place. 
Francis came while they 
were there. 
W hile taking a stove from 
the wagon, the elder Lighthall asked wit­ 
ness if he was ready to pay him the $125, 
and if not he (Lighthall) would not leave 
the place. 
W itness did not ask him to 
leave the place—it was Lighthall s own 
proposition. 
After witness had placed his 
stove inside the house, and when he came 
out the elder Lighthall was bolding the 
hordes, and said he had a bill of sale of 
them and intended to keep them . 
Witness 
said he could not have them until they 
were paid for, and Lighthall said he would 
send to his orother and get the money. 
In 
a couple of hours the latter came with the 
m oney, and the horses were paid for and 
they were turn over to Lighthall and the 
the ¡alter s note returned to him . 
W itness 
and his son then started to go home. 
W it­ 
ness did not say he would run the ranch 
and had the tool in his pocket with which 
to do so. 
H ad some words with W illiam 
A. Lighthall, and the latter was rather in­ 
sulting. On that day witness locked the 
barn before leaving. 
On Wednesday went 
to tba ranch and got some hay, and again 
on Thursday, and nothing unpleasant oc­ 
curred betwfen witne»s and the Lighthalls 
on either occasion. 
On Friday witness and his son went to 
the ranch. 
W itness 
here recognized 
a hat worn by him on that morning, 
and said it was not in so dilapidated a con­ 
dition when he left home. The sticks 
offered in evidence were in witness’ wagon. 
H ad used them for a year or so for binding 
hay-loads. Took some wire to the place 
for repairing a fence. W itness' .horses were 
quite spirited and it was necessary to fas­ 
ten them . 
Laid the wire in the trough 
and returned to the wagon. 
Witness' son 
went into the barn and unlocked the door. 
Said to the elder Lighthall, ‘‘T here's some 
wire for the fence," and he said it was all 
righrt. 
W itness asked who had taken the 
lock off the barn, and Francis Lighthall 
said he had. The eider Lighthall ssid that 
witness should take nothing from the place 
unless witness was a better man than he. 
W itness replied that all he wanted was his 
own. 
U nhitched the horses and was in 
the act of backing them to the barn when 
he was struck by Francis I). Lighthall, 
who had one of the club3 in his band. The 
elder Lighthall also assaulted witness. Otis 
Billinas then interfered, and was felled by 
the elder Lighthall. 
Francis Lighthall 
Again struck witness, when the latter took 


the lines in his left hand and drew his pis­ 
tol with the right and fired. W itness’ son 
was then lying on the ground, apparently 
dead. A t the first shot young Lighthall 
fell, but grasped a piece of heavy scantling 
and came at witness. Feeling that his life 
was in danger, witness fired again. At the 
second shot the horses sprang and got 
away from witness. They ran to some 
lum ber, where oue of them fell. Francis 
Lighthall turned toward the house, but 
fell. Then saw his son in the elder Light- 
hall’s grasp, and went to him and com­ 
manded him to let go, which he did. All 
then turned to young Lighthall, and the 
elder Lighthall asked witness to .g o fo ra 
doctor. The latter went after the horses 
for that purpose, and was soon rejoined by 
his son Otis. The elder Lighthall came to 
where they were and said: 
"Mr. Billings. 
I will help you get your horse up. 
You 
are not to blam e in th¡6 m atter.” Witness 
told him to go awav, that they did not 
need his assistance. Shortly Lighthall re­ 
turned and said it was too late to go for a 
doctor, that his son was dead.

Cross-examined—Witness said he wrote 
the lease, and the terms were arranged by 
him . 
The Lighthalls did not have the 
right to use the barn without witness’ per­ 
mission, but never objected to their doing 
so. They did use it. and also the hay, but 
were to pay witness for the latter. Some­ 
times witness had the key to the barn, and 
sometimes the lessees had it. Sometimes 
the key was left in the barn. Did not lease 
the barn to the Lighthalls. 
W itness re­ 
served the barn for his own use: that was 
the understanding, but never objected to 
their using it until the Tuesday before the 
difficulty. 
W itness again went over his explanation 
of the $125 settlement, which was long and 
tedious. Nearly every question was ob­ 
jected to, overruled, and an exception 
taken. 
On the ils t of February Francis D. 
Lighthali said to witness tka't he had de­ 
cided to leave the ranch for certain reasons, 
and witness asked him to m ake out a 
written statem ent to be subm itted on the 
following day when he (witness) would 
come for some hay. The conversation oc­ 
curred out of doors and not in the house. 
Some of the family were present, but w it-1 
ness could not say whom. From then ! 
until the day of the difficulty no dispute ! 
of any kind had occurred between witnes-

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i DESPERATE ESCAPE. 


The dreadful Indian massacre of ’62 de­ 
populated whole counties of newly-settled 
territory in a single day—the 18th of 
August—and drove from the Minnesota 
frontiers thousands of people in a few days’ 
time. 
During this eventful [>eriod there were 
many thrilling and desperate adventures 
and hairbreadth escapes. 
The local his­ 
torians, who published narratives gathered 
at haphazard at the time, did all they 
could to cover the ground of incident. 
T he m ain facts and causes of the bloody 
uprising have been -compiled and pre­ 
served in sevgral volumes published at St. 
P eter and St. Paul. 
In one of these, several paragraphs are 
devoted to the m urder of the men in 
charge of the stores at the isolated trading 
post on the eastern shore of Big Stone 
lake. 
This account briefly relates the des­ 
perate escape of a French and Indian boy, 
B aptiste or “ Bat ’’ Oubeau—as this com­ 
mon name among the Canadian French is 
frequently abbreviated. 
In the M innesota massacre it was L ittle 
Crow’s ruthless policy to exterm inate all 
th e whites west of the Mississippi. 
Every­ 
one w ith w hite blood in his veins who 
could not or would not take part against 
the settlers was to be killed. 
C ontrary to 
the usual rule in Indian wars the fur tra­ 
der, from the very circumstance th at he 
fancied he was safe, fell a swift and easy 
victim to the riñe and hatchet of the 
Sioux. 
• 
A ll the employes of the four stores and 
warehouses at Big Stone. M yrick’s, Forbes’, 
Roljerte’, P ratt «fe Co.’s were either French 
habitants or half and quarter Mood of th at 
extraction. 
Among those of mixed hlood 
was the “ warehouse boy," Bat Uubeau. 
On the 21st of August four of Roberts’ 
men, Bat and three Canadians, Patnode, 
Laundre and Paehette, were cutting hay 
on a marsh near the lake shore below the 
jiost. 
They were at work in their loose 
shirts and leggings, mowing w ith scythes, 
one following the other. 
W ithout a sec­ 
ond's warning a party of 
Blanket ” Sioux 
came up out of the tail grass a few rods 
distant and began tiring at them . 
Paut- 
node, Paehette and Laundre, who were 
ahead of Bat and most exposed to the In ­ 
dian fire, were killed almost at the first 
shot. 
• 
Young Guljpau saved his life from their 
fire hy quick-w ittedlv throwing him self 
forward upon his face as though shot, 
lying across th e sw ath and blade of his 
scythe. 
The Indians scalped his comrades and 
stripped them* of their hats and shoes ; 
th eu several of them came to him and 
turned them over. 
He knew his captors 
well and could understand their language 
alm ost as well as the patois of his Cana­ 
dian parents. 
“ Don’t kill me,” said he. 
“ W hy did 
you shoot these men ? 
They were always 
your friends.” 
“ We killed them ," one replied, with 
lilack looks, “because all whites and fur 
men have always cheated and lied to the 
Indians, and we’ll kill you because you are 
a dog of a m ixed blood. 
W e shall kill 
you when the sun goes down, after a scalp 
dance and after the squaws have burned 
th e Indian blood out of your body with 
brands from their fires." 
This is, in effect, what the savages said, 
as near as Baptiste could interpret it in 
his broken English. 
The speaker was a W apekutu medicine 
man, well known at the trading-post as a 
m alignant hater of the w hite men and a 
constant fomenter of bad feeling among his 
own people. 
VV hile two of the Indians were tying 
B at’s hands behind him with strips of 
buckskin, the medicine man began pranc­ 
ing around and telling, in a boastful chant, 
the murders which had been committed 
upon the w hite settlers at the Lower 
Agency, w* Beaver Creek and Birch Coolie, 
sang boastfully th a t but two suns more 
would pass before every white man west of 
M innehaha would die. 
The Sioux nation, 
possessed of guns and amm unition taken 
from the dead settlers and soldiers, could 
hold its country and heat back the white 
i>eople always. 
Then he warmed up and 
began recounting, after the whooping, 
singsong fashion of his kind, the exploits 
of himself and the others w ith him. 
The possession of a prisoner who conld 
understand their peculiar chants and the 
braggings in which they so like to indulge 
was unusual good fortune. 
The vauntings 
of the medicine man seemed to act upon 
th e savages like the baneful charm some 
reptiles are said to exercise. 
One by 
one they threw aside their weapons a n i 
joined the medicine man in his wierd leaps 
and chantings about the prisoner. 
Bat said not a word, hut sat quietly, his 
shrewd eyes watching for a chance to 
break through the ring and escape. 
H e 
was strong, lithe, and a swift runner, and a 
plan of action soon came to him . 
H e felt 
th a t it was desperate enough, but it was 
his only chance, 
A hayou or narrow hay ran up from the 
lake into the marsh ujon which he and 
his companions had l>een cutting hay, and 
th e head of it was distant not more than a 
ten m inutes’ run. 
This strip of water was 
grown thickly about with rushes, and was 
from four to six feet deep. 
If he could break away, escape his pur­ 
suers’ shots and outrun them, he thought 
he m ight find a hiding-place among the 
rushes until night should come on. 
About the tim e he had canvassed the 
chances of this plan, the Indians al>out 
him had begun to wind up their dancing, 
with a peculiar gyrating movement known 
among them as the moon dance. In-it the 
dancers wheel slowly about bow-leggedlv, 
tetering first upon one foot and then upon 
th e other, and swaying the liodv from the 
hips in a snake-like movement. The head 
is rolled in im itation of a lolling bear, and 
th e arms are worked w rithingly while the 
w riggling savage sings, in a most lugubri­ 
ous, grunting tone: “ E-yungh, e-ynngh. 
Hi-yee, hi-yerl 
E-vongh, e-yongh !” 
The prisoner kept bis eye upon one of 
th e Indians, whom he knew—for he knew 
them all well—tobe the best runner among 
them . 
As this one swung around between 
him self and the line of retreat he had 
marked out, Bat sprang up, and with an 
agile jum p, plantes! both heels of the army 
shoes he wore in the “small” of the dan­ 
cer’s back. 
The Indian went down with a screech of 
pain and surprise, as the keen-witted Can­ 
adian passed over him and shot away to­ 
ward the lake. 
Certain that 
he had ’ disabled their 
swiftest runner, Bat felt chiefly concerned 
for the moment in dodging bullets and a r­ 
rows. 
H e sprang this way and that at as 
sharp angles as he could, and at the same 
tim e make good headway. 
The Indians caught up their guns in­ 
stantly upon seeing what had happened, but 
luckily only a few of their arms had l>een 
reloaded, and the shots aimed by Indians, 
breathless w ith the exertion of a shrieking 
dance, missed their target. 
Throwing 
down their guns the whole party gave 
chase, yelling frightfully, as 
is their 
fashion. 
Bat glanced backward and saw them 
spreading out in pursuit, the swiftest run­ 
ners heading straight for the hayou on 
cither side. 
As there was no longer any 
danger from bullets, the boy put himself 
down to his utmost speed and bent his 
Ita d toward the nearest point of rushes. 
H e was ham pered by having hisham ls tied 
behind, and the trium phant yells which 
sounded a little louder at each passing 
m inute, caused him to fear greatly that 
they would overtake him. 
Over mowed ground, through tall grass, 
for several minutes he ran like an ante­ 
lope. 
He had gained a number of rods the 
start of the Indians while they were p ok ­ 
ing up their guns and firing, and this ad­ 


vantage was w hat saved his life. 
H e 
reached the low bank of the inlet in ad­ 
vance of the foremost Sioux, but so near 
were they th at as he plunged among the 
rushes a hatcbet thrown by one of them 
swished past his head and dropped into the 
water in front. 
H e threw him self headlong into the 
water and dived amid the rushes. 
Then 
he pushed himself along by kicking in the 
mud at the bottom. 
W hen his breath gave 
out, he raised his head out long enough to 
get a fresh breath, then ducked it and 
shoved ahead. 
In this way he was speedily out of sight 
and reach of the Sioux, who did not follow 
him into the rushes. 
H is pursuers spread 
out and hurriedly surrounded the hayou in 
the hope, no doubt, to catch him in the 
grass as be attem pted to crawl out uj>on 
the other side. 
But Bat had no notion of going out of 
the bavou at present. 
H e found bottom 
shallow enough to stand upon, and then 
began working his wrists out of the thongs 
which bound them. 
This he was soon 
able to do, as the water-soaked buckskin 
stretched at every strain. 
H e then waited and listened. 
.Soon he 
heard Indians talking upon the bank of 
the bayou opposite the entrance. 
They 
were looking for his trail at the edge of j 
the water, and asking each other if he ‘ 
had crossed, and which way he would go. 
Finally one of them said, “ No, he is in 
there;- the dog will not come out.” 
Then 
all was quiet. 
Bat would not stir again, for fear he 
should be discovered by the rattling of the 
rushes. 
The 
tim e wore 
on 
heavily. 
Toward night mosquitoes rose out of the 
water and pestered him frightfully. 
H e 
dared not thrash about, for fea'r his where­ 
abouts should be discovered and fired 
upon by lurking Indians. 
Bullets and 
buckshot were to be dreaded, even though 
rushes enough intervened to hide him 
completely, although the bank was only a 
few rods distant on either side. 
As the vicious insects alighted upon his 
lace and neck in swarms, he discovered a 
method 
of alleviating 
his 
sufferings. 
Every few seconds, as his face become 
black w ith them and their stings began to 
make him wince, he would quickly and 
softly lower his head under the w ater and 
hold it there as long as he could keep his 
breath. 
The cool water soothed the irri­ 
tation of their bites and gave him refuge 
from them a good part of the time. 
Darkness came at last, and w ith it a 
breeze which rustled the rushes, so that he 
could stir about w ithout attracting atten­ 
tion by noise. 
H e now speedily made use j 
of his legs and arms in working his way ’ 
down nearer the lake, where, in a thicket 
of tall cornstalk grass, he crawled out of 
the hayou, feeling stiff and waterlogged. 
H e lay in the grass resting and listening 
for an hour or so, and then, bending low in 
the grass, made his way to the high land 
prairie, a mile or so distant. 
Mot daring 
to attem pt to reach Fort Ridgely through 
the country which herbad learned from 
his captors was overrun by the Sioux, he 
set out for St. Cloud, nearly 200 miles dis­ 
tant on the Mississippi. 
H e traveled three days and nights, occa­ 
sionally dodging war parties of Sioux. 
During that tim e he lived upon roots and 
grass; these he chewed and swallowed the 
juice. A t lengtli he walked into the streets 
of St. Cloud. 
There was a large gathering 
of settlers there, and the buildings, mostly 
of logs, had been fortified and put in a state 
of defense. 
There was a crowd of men in front of 
the first store he reached on entering the 
village. 
Faint and exhausted. Bat pushed 
through them, and asked inside for some­ 
thing to eat. 
A number of settlers and 
others immediately came inside, and in 
rough tones asked' him what he, a half 
breed-—he 
was 
a quarter blood—was 
doing among the whites. 
Bat told his story in broken English, 
but the crowd, incensed at the hundreds 
of murders committed and the loss of 
friends and relatives, were in a frenzied 
state of fury at the sight of one belonging 
to the race th at had committed 
such 
ravages. 
“H e’s a miserable spy !” shouted one of 
them. 
“ A sneakin, Sioux, come among us 
to see how many they is uv u s! 
Let’s 
hang him .” 
Beaidless, more than naturally sw arthy 
from exposure, 
haggard 
and ugly in 
countenance from 
hunger and fatigue, 
Bat’s appearance was against him . 
The 
crowd fiercely took up the cry, “H ang 
h im !’’ 
The nearest man sprang forward and. 
secured the unfortunate fellow. H is hands 
were speedily tied w ith cords; from the 
stock of goods a rope was procured and he 
was hustled out of the store by the in­ 
censed settlers, who declared their inten­ 
tion of stringing him to the first tree on 
the river bank. 
It was useless to plead or 
struggle, "and despairingly the poor ex­ 
hausted youth allowed him self to be drag­ 
ged along the street. 
But a villager, who 
had the year Wfore lived at Big Stone, 
pushed into the crowd to have a look at 
the prisoner, and fortunately recognized 
Bat at once. 
“H ullo!” he shouted. 
“Stop this, men! 
I know th at boy. 
He's one of R obert’s 
men at Big Stone.” 
This, of course, put an immediate end to 
the proceedings. 
An innocent life had 
nearly been sacrificed to the intense feel­ 
ing wrought up over the treacherous and 
wholesale murders so recently committed 
by Indians and half breeds all about 
them. 
It is hardly necessary to add that the 
men were sorry enough of their conduct 
when they learned of Bat’s innocence, and 
that they treated him afterwards with all 
the kindness of which they were, capable.

T he May D ance and Sw eat H ouse D ance 
as Seen tn Lassen Connty. 
[Lessen Mail, May 16th.] 
A Mail reporter accepted an invitation to 
attend the grand fandango of flie Indians, 
w hich took place during Saturday night 
and Sunday last, and which was to be the 
hist affair of the season. 
We accepted an 
offered seat in a friend’s wagon and pro­ 
ceeded some several miles to the south of 
town, where the festivities were to take 
place. 
T he campooda is situated on a bill 
near the ranch of .John Hulsm an, and con­ 
sists of a sweat house, a board cabin and a 
num ber of brus^i }u¿ts. 
Toward evening of Saturday we went to 
the camp, where we found assembled quite 
a number of P it, Piute and Digger Indians, 
whose number was constantly increased 
by fresh arrivals. 
Among the motley 
crowd were a.num ber of whites, who, like 
ourselves, were impelled by curiosity to 
view the ceremonies—which by the wav 
are the last of the season and will uot be 
repeated until autum n. 
This was the spring or May dance, and 
yearly occurs during the m onth of May, 
after which the sweat house is closed for 
the season. 
The ceremonies were com­ 
menced by Bill, a stoical Indian of large 
frame and whose lips and mouth seemed 
to be a sort of cell attached to his head. 
T he mouth evidently was built on a plan 
th at cculd deliver a spread eagle oration 
in any language. 
The speech, as near as 
we could catch it, w as: 
Nocum slimslam horse hair chewing 
gum mawmiem slosh wash hog wash cloot 
sum hiyou slaugehen dam w hite man no 
good pitchedition 
chemuck wartum tum 
itsonvdum finger soup coidum hell ching- 
cotern big ingun me— or words to that 
effect. 
T his speech was listened to by all the 
Indians not engaged in gambling. 
A c­ 
cepting the hospitality of friend Hulsm an 
we did not attend this portion of the pro­ 
gramme. 
W hen we arrived at the camp Sunday 
the crowd had increased by new arrivals, 
and must have numbered over a hundred— 
bucks, squaws, pappooses, 
w hite 
men, 
women and dogs included. 
Gambling 
seemed to be the chief attraction, which 
was indulged in by the Piutes—a number 
of bucks being, seated on one side of the 
sweat-house aud squaws on the other. 
A 
purse was made up by each buck contrib­ 
uting something, which was covered by 
the same amount by the squaws. 
The 
money, which generally amounted to some 
$10, was plaoed in the d irt between the 
players. 
T he game was played with 
shells, and each party having iive sticks 
for counters. 
As near as we could catch 
onto the game, a buck would take a shell 
iu his hand, and placing both hands under 
the blanket, would m anipulate the shell 
for a long time, all the tim e him self and 
companion gamblers were chanting a mo­ 
notonous song. Upon removing his tightly 
closed hands from under the blanket, he 
would fold his arms, and then a squaw 
would clap her hands a number of times 
and then suddenly extend one of her arms, 
thereby indicating which hand of the 
buck she guessed the shell was in. 
This 
was repeated a number of times, and the 
squaws took the shell and repeated the 
same ceremony. 
The party guessing the 
correct hand th at contained the shells re­ 
ceived that num ber of sticks—the party 
getting all the sticks raked in the coin. 
In the afternoon a collation was served 
which consisted of biscuit and thin loaves 
of bread th at resembled pies in thickness 
and size. 
This was accompanied with 
dried apple sauce, being washed down with 
coffee cooked in a coal oil can. 
Dessert 
consisted of a small tuberous root which 
was eaten with much relish. 
A fter the 
repast, the squaws decorated their persons 
profusely with sagebrush and wildflowers, 
formed a ring in the open air and per­ 
formed a spring dance. 
Joining hands 
they danced, or rather hopped around in a 
circle, keeping tim e with feet, hands and 
bodv to the singing of a single squaw, who 
in the key ol high C, repeated over and 
over, “ W etum humpum toowano charley,” 
accompanying herself by clapping two 
sticks together in perfect time. 
The mo­ 
tions of this dance consisted in giving a 
short hop with both feet sideways accom­ 
panied with a motion of' the arms that re­ 
sembled mdn sawing ice, while the jHirtion 
th at generally, w ith the white female, 
supports a hustle, was kept in a motion 
that would have displayed th at (tonderous 
piece of feminine dress to good advantage. 
The squaws were neatly attired in dresses 
in which w hite and red were the prevail­ 
ing colors. 
N early every one sported a 
red bandana, looking as if the Democratic 
party Bad thrown their flaming insigna to 
the squaws after their defeat in the elec­ 
tion last fall. 
By the way, one could not 
help noticing the contrast between the 
neat and comfortable dress of both buck 
and squaws with the ragged, squallied at­ 
tire of the same a few years ago. 
W e must confess th at were w taken in 
and had to endure the heat of a sweat 
dance. 
H aving a curiosity to see this 
part of the performance, we unluckily’ 
entered the sweat house just as the fun 
commenced. 
Im mediately the door was 
closed and covered with blankets to ex­ 
clude every particle of air. 
A brisk fire 
was burning in the center of the house, 
around which a dozen or so nude Indians 
commenced to dance to the music of an 
Indian pounding on an upright post with 
a stick. 
It was not long before the sweat 
began to start from their bodies; as fresli 
fuel was added to the fire their motions 
increased. 
The motions consisted of hop­ 
ping and stamping with their feet and 
contorting the l>o<\v into every possible 
shape, while every muscle was exercised. 
This was kept up until the sweat poured 
in streams from their bodies, after which 
they ran to a stream of cold water close by 
and plunged in all over. 
This was our 
first and we can assure you that it will lie 
ou» last tim e in a sweat house. 
As we said 
before, the door was tightly closed and the 
novelty of the situation and surround­ 
ings kept one from noticing the heat, 
which was fast increasing, but we were 
soon brought to our senses by feeling thp 
sweat trickliDg down our backs. We made 
a break for the door, but too late, as a big 
buck Indian was there first, and, with a 
smile on his 9x16 countenance, politely in­ 
formed us th a t we could not get out. Well, 
we had to resign ourselves to the situation, 
taking the chances of being roasted alive 
or suffocated by the smoke. 
For at least 
half an hour we endured the heat and 
smoke, combined with at least four hun­ 
dred different and distinct Indian smells. 
John Rogers, who was burned with nine 
small children at the breast, could not 
have suffered more than, we did in that 
h alf hour. 
You can just bet that we were 
about the first Indians that went through 
the door when it was opened. 
The concluding ceremony was shooting 
the bear. 
An Indian j>ersonated the bear 
by investing himself with the skin of a 
black l>ear. 
The Indians followed him for 
a while and pretended to shoot him hy 
firing of their guns and pistols. 
The 
meaning of this ceremony we were unable 
to ascertain. 


LIKE A THUNDERBOLT. 


A New Torpedo of Im m ense Destructive 
Force. 
• 
[New York Star.] 
A dingy one-story shed, strongly secured 
at front and rear by a curious assortment 
of rusty bars and locks, stands on the edge 
of the solitary pier at College Point, and 
for sovft-al years has been the object of 
curious interest to the villagers. 
Beyond 
the meager information that a new-fangled 
tor|>edo of an immense destructive force 
was housed within the structure, and the 
additionally alarming intimations that dy­ 
namite had been shipped there for future 
trials, the inhabitants were not rewarded j 
for their persistent questioning. 
Then the 
somewhat thrilling experiences of several 
of the more curious of the townsfolk awak­ 
ened pretty general disposition to give the 


; ominous little box of an affair a wide 
berth. 
Even to this day, although they have 
witnessed a trial of the machine before 
Government experts, the building is not 
approached after nightfall, and is regarded 
with a feeling of commingled fear aud sus­ 
picion. 
But two men have been working 
in the shop for the past year, and although 
the sounds of the hammer were audible "to 
the people, they were not perm itted to 
cross the threshold. 
And even if this rule 
had not been iii existence, or been so 
strictly enforced, it is doubtful if any one 
could have been found w ith sufficient te­ 
m erity to inspect the work. 
These feelings had their foundation in 
the scare adm inistered to o e of the citi- 
, zens two years ago. 
H e was adm itted to 
1 the building, and, there being no chairs 
avaifcble, he was invited .to sit on what 
was apparently an empty barrel. 
H e had 
occupied this impromptu seat but a few 
minutes when he heard a suspicious siz­ 
zling in the barrel, aud on looking around 
to his great horror discovered the word 
“dynam ite” painted in black letters on its 
side. 
H e beat a hasty retreat, aud as lie 
rau from the building the workmen dis­ 
charged their revolvers, increasing his te r­ 
ror and leading him to the belief th at an 
explosion had occurred. 
The news spread 
quickly about the town and much excite­ 
ment resulted. 
The two workmen offered 
no explanation, 
and 
were 
studiously 
avoided in tiie future. 
The new torpedo is destined to effect as 
great a revolution in naval warefare as 
th at wrought by the destructive little 
cheese box of Ericsson's. 
The firm of 
which ex-Senator J . N. II. F itzpatrick of 
Omaha is the head, controls the patent, 
and is now constructing three for the 
U nited States Government and eight for 
France. .The manufactory is established 
at Hartford, and the waters of Bowery Bay 
have beeu chosen as the most desirable 
paint for trials. 
The boats are built in two sections, both 
the shape of a double cartridge, in the 
lower sectio i of which the machinery is 
located 'and the 400 pounds of dynam ite 
each carries are stored. 
This section is 
also provided w ith a scissors-like arrange­ 
m ent at the how. intended to cut away the 
wire netting which protects all the mod­ 
ern vessel- from torpedo buoys. The boats 
are propelled by wonderful little engines 
of 250 horsepower, and are capable of 
driving them one mile at the rate of 
twentv knots an hour. 
The power is fur- 
n shed by carbolic gas. ami the engine is 
supplied with no less tlian six pistons, 
which turn the propelling screw at the 
rate of 800 revolutions a minute. 
The 
engine does not occupy a space of more 
than four feet loDg and two feet high. 
T he boats may he floated from a man-of- 
war, and steered by means of an electrical 
arrangem ent from shipboard. 
The upper 
section of the boat floats a trifle above the 
surface aiid cannot lie distinguished at any 
distance in rough water. 
A long, needle­ 
like pin projects from the bow, which, 
when it comes in contact with the ship 
the torpedo is sent to destroy, explodes the 
dynam ite. 
The lower section of the boat 
is about forty-four feet in length and is 
about three in diam eter. 
The upper sec­ 
tion or float is about ten feet shorter and 
slightly smaller in diam eter. 
Both sec­ 
tions are covered with copper. 
One of’the three boats contracted for by 
the Government will lie tested in August 
or 
earlier, before a committee i>f naval 
experts. 
Tiie Government will pay for 
the three when accepted §55,000.

At the late meeting of the El Dorado 
County Teachers’ Institute, Miss Mary 
Plumado read a paper on the method of 
teaching geography which possesses un­ 
usual merit. 
It will be read with pleas­ 
ure, not only by teachers and parents, but 
all who are interested in the education of 
children. 
It contains many excellent sug­ 
gestions which ought to be adopted by 
teachers as far as possible. 
Following is 
the full te x t: 
In order to obtain profitable results in 
our geography classes, we must, as in all 
other matters of education, pay strict at­ 
tention to the processes by which the mind 
gains knowledge. 
Hewitt says, “No other 
study, except reading, can be made more 
interesting to the child, or can be made to 
lead out the thoughts in all directions, 
more successfully than geography.’’ 
“To lead out the thoughts 111 all direc­ 
tions’’ means more getting-ready work by 
primaries, more thinking by the real 
geography classes, and consequently not 
nearly so much cramming by two-thirds of 
the school of those non-essentials Swett 
labels “Things Worth Forgetting.” 
THE GETTING-READY" "WORK. 
We are directed by popular educators 
to teach, as elementary preparation, ab- 
solae direction, absolute distance and ab­ 
solute size, as well as lessons on form and 
surface; our object being to lead the child 
to gain knowledge needed in scientific 
geography, and to train him to observe, to 
think and to express himself well. 
I 
found walking a help in teaching direc­ 
tion. 
After my pupils had observed at 
noon their shadows and those of posts, 
tree-, fences and houses, and were able to 
point to the north end of the school-liouse, 
to tell in what direction Minnie lived 
from Grace and Graoe from Harry, we 
made excursions to a number of points in 
each of the four principal directions. 
As 
some interesting bit of scenery, or some 
particular leaf, fern, wood, rock or flower 
was a second object of the walk, they en­ 
joyed it very 
much. 
The spoils we 
brought back were used for objeot lessons. 
In school we made a schoolroom out of 
thin boards, found and marked north, 
east, south and west on the tiny floor, and 
then, after taking the room apart, we hung 
the floor on first one and then another of 
the schoolroom walls. 
They found cor­ 
rectly directions- on the maps when they 
came to study them. 
IN REGARD TO ABSOLUTE DISTANCE. 
Pupils soon learn a foot in their draw­ 
ing exercises. 
Here they place dots a foot 
apart and then compare the distance 
between the dots with their twelve-inch 
rulers. 
Very soon they draw freehanded 
standing up, falling down and lying down, 
lines each a foot in length, with which 
they make figures. 
VVe may give special 
lessors for accuracy in measurement. 
My 
little ones were delighted to cut off sticks 
of willow, and to buy and sell a foot of 
colored cord, of colored thread and of 
paper and cloth prepared in strips. They 
also had special lessons for learning a yard, 
and, as an incentive to correct measure­ 
ment here, they were allowed to use tov 
money. 
They become very eager to get 
just as much as they paid for. How 
pleased thev were too, to measure desks, 
benches, walls, floor, doors aud windows 
“ really in school.” 
A rod was somewhat 
difficult for them, but a mile was soon 
learned. Conversational lessons about the 
farm two miles away, the river four miles 
away and the town eight miles off devel- 
oj/ed two, three, four miles, etc. 
We must 
not.mistake the object of this work. 
After 
they have learned their distances, we must 
teach them to use an inch or half an inch 
for a foot, yard, rod and mile, thus prepar­ 
ing them for the measuring scales they 
must learn about in geography. 
ABSOLUTE SIZE. 
This is entirely an out-of-door exercise. 
An acre, a half acre, and a square mile can 
be mastered. 
In the country greater areas 
are readily learned. 
All form lessons are attractive. 
Balls, 
yeast powder cans, any abject of conical 
shape, cubes and leaves, out of which grow 
circles, ellipses, triangles and squares, can 
be made living pictures of the child’s 
mind. 
From these are developed curved 
and plane surfaces and straight and curved 
lines. 
Beside the object lessons in school 
there are nature’s object lesson6 outside, 
where observation is especially trained. 
W hile my little ones climbed a hill 
with me, we talked about Johnny and 
Johnny’s father, both of whose pictures I 
hail with us. 
They compared the two as 
to height, and told me when Johnny grew 
up he would be a man. 
I said, “ Then 
Johnny’s father is a grown up boy. 
Now, 
that we have climbed this hill, who can 
find some grown up hills?” 
They knew 
the word mountain, and told me that the 
mountains are taller and larger than the 
hills. 
After leading them to tell me that 
the hills and mountains are standing up, 
some one found-some lazy land lying down 
between the hills which we named a val­ 
ley. 
In school they drew pictures of hills, 
mountains and valleys with colored chalk, 
and learned to spell and write the name 
o f each. 
We can usually follow a stream 
draining a valley. To show that some 
valleys are more elevated than others, use 
a picture, a mold, or a drawing. When 
it is impossible to illustrate with natural 
objects, use pictures. 


T H E «IM rL E ST ILLUSTRATIONS 
W ere most attractive and significant to 
us; so they are to our pupils. When mine 
•were ready for it I showed them a picture 
of some elevated land which was flat like 
the' table, so we named it a tabledand. 
O ut of clay I formed a volcano, placed fire 
in it, and thev saw at least smoke pro­ 
ceeding from the crater. 
in preparation for thesha|>e of the earth 
let them form spheres of ditferent sizes. 
The larger the sphere, the less curved the 
lines. The majts or pictures they draw of 
the school-house and of the school-ground 
and hill are smooth; so alse is the glolie 
which is the picture of the earth. 
In 
order to lead the children from the curved 
maps on the glol>e to the flat maps on the 
walls, we may outline North America on 
an orange and cut the map out. 
Tlte map 
is curved when removed front the orange, 
but it is flat when stretched out on the 
wall. 
By placing it by the side of a large 
map of North America, pupils see that the 
tatjis are made flat for convenience. 
Pupils should get their ideas of the size 
of countries from the globe, because there 
the tnajis are arranged according to their 
relative size-. 
From the globe, too, they 
should study the form and position of con­ 
tinents and oceans. 
ZONI». 
Man}' pupils have an idea that the 
farther south we go the warmer it grows. 
1 tried to dispel this illusion one very cold 
day by placing pupils in a line on either 
side of the stove. 
From these they went 
to the north end. of the room, and found it 
colder and colder. 
From the same place 
they walked to the south end of the room, 
and ex|>enenced a like change. Then we 
traveled from the equator to the south 
pole, and 'hey -eUer understood what the 
sun does /or us. 
Of course it may happen 
th at your stoves are sometimes arranged 
inconveniently. 
We may get readv for the animals of 
other zones by having language lessons 
-alout the important home an imals. When 
a child liegins to thiuk and to express 
himself about the things he knows, he will 


be more apt to be interested in the things 
JOINING IN CHURCH WORK, 
he does not know 
We can help the child rThe Northern . Dd Southern Presbyter! 
to proceed from the known to the unknown. 
The pupil who has been led to converse 
about a horse or a cow will speak more 
thoughtfully about an elephant or a rein­ 
deer., In the new second reader there is a 
lesson on the elephant which introduces 
cocoanuts and palm-leaf fans. We can all 
find a picture of an elephant, buy a cocoa- 
nut and a palm-leaf fan, and may he able 
to find pictures of people of the warmer 
climates. Then there is 
THAT OSTRICH LESSON, 
About which pupils will be enthusiastic if 
they can see a herd of ostriches and the 
herders and their costumes. The very 
large hats and scant clothing of the herd­ 
ers speak for the climate: the complexions 
and faces of the men tell about the race. 
Tbose monkey lessons are also a key-note 
to zones. 
• In presenting the frigid zone*, if possi­ 
ble have pupils look through a stereoscope 
at pictures of ice regions. 
Compare the 
reindeer and Arctic dogs with our leasts 
of burden and our dogs. 
As Greenland is 
the largest island in the frigid zone, pupils 
will be interested to know that there pota­ 
toes grow no larger than marbles, that car­ 
rots grow tolerably well, that peas produce 
tiny seeds, that flowers grow very well in­ 
doors, and that with the bright sunshine 
comes swarms of mosquitoes. 
Why we are 
so interested in Alaska, gives us a lesson 
on seals. 
Perhaps some one has a seal­ 
skin cap that we may use. The “ Land of 
the Midnight Sun ” gives us very interest­ 
ing pictures and stories of the Esquimau, 
his habits, home and work. 
Now let us 
think of a few essential fact- to be learned 
about any country. There are: 1. ;>osi- 
tion ; 2.size; 3, waters; 1, contour, >r sur­ 
face; 5, climate; G, inhabitant»; T, indus­ 
tries. 


AS TO OUR OWN STATE, 
I think they should leant its form by first, 
drawing it and then Cutting out the draw­ 
ing ; learn to bound it. and study its width 
and length by finding how long it would 
take to walk across the widest part, and 
how long it would take to walk from north 
U> south, walking so many mile* a day. 
Its area may be given afterward*. 
Then 
they may draw in the Sierra* and Coast 
range, mark Mt. Shasta and Mt. Whitney, 
draw the Sacramento and San Joaquin 
rivers, be able to tell in what directions 
they flow, and then locate the largest 
cities. 
We may show pictures of the 
large buildings and parks of San Fran- 
cisqp, tell them about our Palace Hotel, 
the State capítol, the “ big trees,” and 
the Yosemite, using oonstantly all the 
jiictures procurable. They should also operanon in 
1. 
learn about the climate, people and in-( every union of 
dustries. 
These thoughts in geography 
have 
helped me. 
Perhaps they may be sug­ 
gestive to other teachers.

ELECTRIC FLASHES. 


u a Vote to Co-operate. 
N ew Y o rk , May 24th.—In the General 
Assembly ef the Presbyterian Church this 
morning a telegram was read from the 
Clerk of the Southern Assembly, announc­ 
ing that that body had adopted a major­ 
ity report in favor of co-operation in home 
and foreign fields in the evangelization of 
the colored peopleand co-operation in m at­ 
ters of publication, etc., by a vote of 99 to 
27. The statement was received with ap­ 
plause. 
The debate on the third section of the 
majority report iu favor of co-operation in 
the evangeliz*tion of the colored people 
was continued. The report is the satue as 
tiiat adopted by theSou'heru Assembly. 
Rev. Dr. S'ryker, of Chicago, moved to 
strike out the- part of the report which 
reads : “ While conceding the existing situ­ 
ation it (the Northern Assembly) approves 
the policy of separate churches, Presby­ 
teries anu Synods, subject to the choice of 
the colored people them selves.” Carried 
by -100 to 50 
With this exception, the paper as a 
whole was also approved. The next thing 
was to adopt the majority report as a whole 
as amended. This was dope, only a lew 
"noes” being heard. A mo ion was then 
mad - to telegraph the Sou'hern Assembly, 
which was done. 
Rev. George T. I’ervis of Pittsburg moved 
that when the clerk telegraphs that the 
clause was stricken out, that he also add 
the reason that it was done was not to 
prejudice the future action nor outline the 
future policy of the church, but simply be­ 
cause this assembly did not believe it stated 
the historical facts of the case. Carried— 
202 to 197. 
On the overture of fifteen by-Pr»sby-; 
teries asking for a revision of the West­ 
minster Confession of Faith, Dr. Crosby 
advised lhat if any action be taken with 
this standard of the church it shortld be 
done with the utmost caution. In conclu­ 
sion, he recommended the adoption of the 
report of the committee which recommends 
that all Presbyteries should be asked, “ Do 
you require a revision of the Confession of 
Faith, and if so. to what extent?” Tee re­ 
port was accepted and the assembly ad­ 
journed.

SOUTHERN 
FK K9BYTEKIANS. 


T he C onference C onsiders th e R eporte of 
Im p o rta n t C om m ittees. 
Chattanooga, May 24th.—In the South­ 
ern Presbyterian Conference to-day several 
members who voted against the action of 
the Assembly in adopting the 00 operation 
report filed a written dissent stating that 
the Assembly should have first referred 
the matter to the Presbyteries fur expression 
of opinion. 
The report of the standing committee on 
Foreign Missions, while approving of co­ 
operation in 
foreign fields discouraged 
‘ missionaries of churches 
where the distinctive features of our Gov­ 
ernment are surrendered, and those enter­ 
ing with such union will no longer be 
considered our missionaries.” This report 
was referred to a special committee to re­ 
port at the next Assembly. 
A telegram was receivt-d from the North­ 
ern Assembly at New York stating their 
action on the co-operation matter. The tele­ 
gram was referred toa special committee. 
The committee reported this evening the 
following answer to the Northern General 
Assembly : " We can concur in the action 
of your Assemb'y as conveyed in your 
telegram.” This report was adopted, those 
opposed to the joint report last night being 
excused from voting.
